Sressional caucus was held, participated in 

by Cullom, Mason, Hopkins, Reeves, Hitt, 


and other northern Illinois Congressmen, at 


which the slate was agreed upon. It in- 
cluded William Penn Nixen of Chicago for 
Collector of Customs, H. H. Thomas of Chi- 
cago for Appraiser, L. T. Hoy of Woodstock 
for Assistant Treasurer, Sol Bethea of 
Dixon for District Attorney, John Ames of 
Streator for Marshal, and Jonathan Mer- 
riam ef Tazewell County for Pension Agent. 
Hoy was backed by Hopkins, Sol Bethea by 
Hitt, and John Ames by Walter Reeves. 
Cullom had dropped Ike Clements fér the 
Pension Office and tied up to Merriam to 
prevent the nomination of General Pavey, 
while Mason had already been pla by 
the appointment of Coyne to the intérnal 
revenue office.

That body, at its last meeting, passed an 
order, introduced by Alderman Martin, that 
the Chicago General railway company pave 
Laurel street, from curb to curb, from Thir- 
ty-first to Thirty-ninth street. The order 
recited the street had been torn up by the 
1allway company in laying down its tracks 
and is now in an impassable condition, and 
further directed the Commissioner of Public 
Works to see to it the rallroad company puts 
it in good shape again. 

To this Mr. Bonney replies that when his 
company got the Laurel street franchise 
the neighborhood simply came in and carried 
off all the cedar blocks and planks in the 
road, The company paved between its 
tracks and for one foot on each side, and he 
cuntends that is all itis bound todo. Any- 
way, he says, it is all it will do, Council order 
or no Council order, and if the property- 
cwners want the rest of the street paved 
tney are at perfect liberty to do it them- 
selves. 

The matter is of some interest as, if the 
railway company can be made to pave 
Laurel street, it could also be compelled to do 
the same with Throop street from Thirty- 
lirst street to the river. Mr. Bonney, how- 
ever, declares it will do neither. According- 
ly he sent Commissioner McGann the fol- 
lowing letter last night: 

Chicago, Oct. 12, 1897.—Hon. L. EK. McGann. 
Commissioner of Public Works, Chicago—Dear Sir: 
Your favor of 8th transmitting copy of an order 
of the Councfl directing us to '‘ repiace Laurel 
street from Thirty-first street to Thirty- ninth 
street in perfect condition by repaving the same 
is received. We understand that this order is to 
compel us to pave from the center sixteen feet to the 
curb on both sides of the street. We are informed 
that as soon as the permit was issued for the con- 
struction of the line, lawless persons proceeded to 
remove from the street the old blocks and plank- 
ing until the entire street, one mile long, had been 
stripped from curb to curb. This was also done on 
Throop street for three-quarters of a mile. Com- 
plaint was made at the police station to stop this 
plundering, but to no effect. The ordinance under 
which the tracks were laid provides only for the re- 
placing of the center sixteen feet, but in conse- 
quence of the theft mentioned new material was 
put in the sixteen feet at a large and unexpected 
expense to the company. 

There is no duty resting on this company to pave 
the street outside of the center sixteen feet. We 
must therefore respectfully refuse to comply with 
the order mentioned.

RE-ELECTED MAYOR OF INDIANAPO- 
LIS BY 3,500 PLURALITY. 


Democrats Sweep the City, Gaining 
Four Councilmen and Carrying 
Their Entire Ticket by Good Ma- 
jorities — Republicans Are Apa- 
thetic and the Personal Popularity 
of the Democratic Candidate Proves 
an Important Factor in Campaign.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
The Democrats swept the city today, elect- 
ing the following ticket: Mayor, Thomas 
Taggart; City Clerk, Charles H. Stuckmey- 
er; Police Judge, Charles E. Cox. 

The Democrats also elect seventeen, and 
possibly eighteen out of twenty-one Council- 
men, a gain of four. The Republicans are 
sure only in the Second, Third, and Fourth 
Wards, with the First doubtful. 

Returns from 145 out of 195 precincts for 
Mayor give Taggart a plurality of 2,441. 
It is estimated that his total plurality wil 
reach 3,500. 

The total vote is light, probably not over 
31,000. Two years ago the total vote without 
annexed suburbs of 4,000 votes was 31,754. 
The Republicans’ candidate for Police Judge 
runs 1,000 ahead of the ticket. 

McKinley carried the city last November 
by 6,700 with the largest vote ever cast in the 
city, 38,780. 

The landslide to Taggart for the time has 
stupefied Republicans. Thousands are on 
he streets tonight joining with the Demo- 
crats in cheering for Taggart, taking the re- 
sult as a huge joke. When Taggart was 
elected two years ago with a plurality of 
3,700 it was not expected that the Demo- 
crats would be able to duplicate that vote. 
Since then the Taggart administration has 
annexed to the city four subu:bs in which 
the strength of the two parties was about 
evenly divided. 

Gains and Losses. 

The returns tonight show that W. N. 
Harding, the Republican candidate, was 
beaten in the heart of the city in the strong 
Republican wards. Democrats showed a net 
loss in only three wards, the Seventh, Ninth, 
and Fifteenth, all strongly Democratic. On 
the North Side, in the city proper, where 
reside the substantial business-men and 
where the Republican vote is fully three- 
quarters of the total, there was a Repub- 
lican loss of from 75 to 150 to the precinct. 
In all these precincts the Democrats polled 
their full vote and showed slight gains over 
the vote given Bryan. 

In opposition to Taggart, the most popular 
Democrat in Indianapolis, who had given a 
liberal administration and one generally sat- 
isfactory to the people, the Republicans nom- 
inated a man of ho personal popularity and 
with no well defined policy for reform in city 
politics. The Republicans with all other 
parties—there were six in the field—came out 
for cheaper gas and three cent car fares, but 
until the last week of the campaign were ab- 
solutely without any material for an aggres- 
sive fight. Taggart had made himself popu- 


lar with all parties and all classes. At the 


same time he converted the fire and police 
departments into political machines, ahd 
during the campaign gave employment to 
hundreds of idle men by taking great bundles 
of city funds for alleged city improvements.

TRAIN HELD UP IN TEXAS. 


AGAIN THE BANDITS BAIL TO OPEN 
THE EXPRESS SAFE. 


Conductor Is Shot While Resisting the 
Robbers, but Not Seriously Wound- 
ed, and a Passenger Receives a 
Bullet Wound in the Hand—The Af- 


fair Takes Place in Broad Daylight 4 


and Within Twelve Miles of Aus- 
tin. 


Austin, Tex., Oct. 12.—This afternoon at 
5:80 o'clock in broad daylight and within 
twelve miles of the corporate limits of this 
city, the south-bound cannon ball train on 
the 
road, consisting of mail, baggage, and ex- 
press cars and three coacties loaded with 
passengers, was held up by four man and 
robbed. 

The conductor of the train, Tom Healy, 
was shot by the robbers while resisting 
them, but not seriously wounded. One of 
the passengers had his shirt collar carried 
away by a pistol ball that was aimed at his 
neck, and another received a bullet youne 
in the hand. 

The passengers were robbed of $200 in 
money. The bandits attempted to rifle the 
safe in the express car but were unsuc- 
cessful. 

Shooting of the Conductor. 

When the train reached McNeill, a small 
station fourteen miles above this city, two 
men, heavily armed, boarded the train and 
took up their stand on the rear platform. 
After the conductor had checked up the 
train he reached the platform only to find 
a pistol at the side of his head. Tne men 
demanded that he stop the train. He de- 
clined to do so and began to run through 
the train with the two robbers in close pur- 
suit. He had not gone half the length of 
the first car when the foremost robber shot 
at him, bringing him to the floor with a 
pistol wound in his right arm. 

The other robber pulled the bell-cord and 
the train was brought to a standstill. It 
was evidently at the appointed place, for 
the train had hardly stopped before two 
other men, whose faces were covered with 
masks, stepped out from the trees and be- 
gan shooting into the cars. Instantly all 
was confusion. The two men on the train 
were immediately joined by those from the 
woods, and began their work. 

As the train porter sprang from the rear 
coach and ran for shelter a robber began 
shooting at him, and the negro emptied 
a revolver in turn without effect. The ex- 
press messenger looked out of his car, and 
taking in the situation left his car and ran 
through the woods, and was soon lost to 
sight. 
Cannot Open the Safe. 

The robbers in the meantime, leaving two 
men to guard the three coaches which were 
packed with passengers, proceeded to the 
= car and demanded that the bauggage- 

man open the express safe, but upon being 
assured that he could not do so turned their 
attention to the passengers. They took 
only money from them, not overlooking a 
single cent, and walking two by two through 
the cars, so as to always keep their eyes on 
the passengers. 

After securing $200 in this manner they 
uncoupled the engine from the train and 
started off down the track. After going 
several miles they set the lever at a mod- 
erate gait and left the engine, escaping into 
the country. The engine came on to the 
flag station at Duval, four miles below, and 
was there captured, and the station agent 
returned to the scene of the robbery with 
the engineer, secured the train, and came on 
to this city, arriving here shortly after dusk. 

Officers have gone to the scene with blood- 
hounds. The two men who boarded the 
train at McNeill were not masked, but the 
other two bandits’ features were concealed.

One Hundred and Twenty-five Guests 
Routed Out and Escape to the Street

The old Sherman House, which has stood 
since the great fire of 1871, came near being 
destroyed by flames early this morning. At 
1:30 o'clock smoke was discovered issuing 
from the kitchen, situated in the north por- 
tion of the building, on the alley. The smoke 
curled through the lobby of the hotel. In 
a moment all was excitement. One hundred 
and twenty-five guests were routed from 
their beds, and, attired in scanty clothing, 
came rushing down-stairs and out into Clark 
and Randolph streets. The Fire department 
was almost instantly on the scene, and in 
a few minutes had succeeded in preventing 
the further spread of the fire. 

In a half hour the blaze was out. The loss 
is estimated at $5,000. There will be no in- 
terference with the service at the hotel or 
the extensive renovation now under way be- 
cause of the fire.

Rescue of Pearce and Daly. 

After the guests had been aroused, E. B. 
Daly and J. Irving Pearce Jr. had rushed 
into the basement at the northeast corner. 
whence the smoke came. They broke open 
a door leading to the laundry, and as they 
did so great clouds of smoke poured out, en- 
tirely enveloping them. The men attempted 
to retreat, but found escapé impossible. 


Groping their way to a window, the men. 


smashed the glass and shouted for assist- 
ance. Policemen Mulcahy! and Howard of 
Central headquarters heard their cries and 
hastened to their assistagce. The officers 
entered the building from a rear passage- 
way and broke open a door leading to the 
alley from the basement. Then they. groped 
their way to the room in which Pearce and 
Parsons were imprisqned. They found the 
men almost overcome by smoke, and it was 
necessary to lead them to the open air.

Night Clerk Denehy was equal to the occa- 
sion. Just inside the office was a private fire 
alarm box leading into Central Station just 
across the street. Denehy pulled this box. 
At the same time he ordered a porter to run 
to Box 26, at Clark and Randolph streets. 
Another man was sent flying to the Central 
Station, only a few feet away from the hotel. 
In this way three alarms were sent in almost 
at once. 

Before the regular alarm had been sounded 
Marshal Horan, chief of the First Battalion, 
was on his way to the burning hotel. Then the 
regular alarm brought Chief Musham from 
across the river. 


All Rescued in Safety. 

When the firemen arrived at the hotel 
they found smoke pouring from the win- 
dows. Ladders were hastily run up to the 
different floors, and hose lines run into the 
building. 

In the meantime Night Clerk Denehy had 
not been idle. Every available employé of 
the hotel was sent throughout the building 
awakening the guests and the sleeping em- 
ployés. 

On the top floor, where the smoke was par- 
ticularly heavy because of not being able 
to find an outlet, were sleeping fifteen laun- 
dry maids, twelve chambermaids, and twen- 
ty-five men, the last numbered also among 
the working force. Porter F. R. Freeman 
was the one to arouse these. They were in 
the most danger. The loud knocking on the 
doors was successful in getting them all up 
in time to escape suffocation. They ran 
down-stairs and sought safety in the lower 
rooms of the hotel, which had practically 
escaped the smoke. 4 

Lobby Filled with People. 

Other employés had been sent to arouse 
the guests, and soon the lobby of the hotel 
was filled with excited people, who congrat- 
ulated themselves upon getting away in 
safety. 

J. Irving Pearce, the proprietor of the 
hotel, and his son, J. Irving Pearce Jr., were 
among the first to be aroused. Mr. Pearce 
has apartments on the third floor front.

Commissioner McGann Contrasts 
Various Pavements. 


URGES BETTER SIDEWALKS. 


The October meeting of the Union League 
club last evening was given up for the must 
part to the discussion of the ever important 
question, ‘‘ The Streets of Chicago.“ Nat- 
urally, the phasé of the question that pressed 
forward under the circumstances was, 
„ How Shall They Be Cleaned?’ and the 
speakers were chosen with especial refer- 
ence to their fitness to handle it. Most of 
the speakers were in favor of asphaltum 
as the real solution. 

Speakers Expected and Present. 

It had been intended and announced that 
Mayor Harrison would speak on The 
Problem of Good Streets in Chicago,” and 
so lay before the meeting the difficulties of 
thé problem as they appear to those im- 
mediately concerned in solving it. He was 
necessarily detained, however, by another 
engagement, and in his absence Commis- 
sioner of Public Works L. E. McGann spoke 
upon the subject. Unfortunately he labored 
under physical indisposition, which com- 
pelled him to discontinue his remarks before 
he had finished, but while he spoke he com- 
manded the closest attention of the members 
and guests present.

Howard of New York upon How Can Chi- 
cago Have Clean Streets?” and Frank W. 
Moulton on Good. Streets from a Wheel- 
man's Standpoint.’’ Ex-Chief of Police J.

Relation of the Police Department to Clean 
Streets.“ He was kept away by the iliness 
and threatened death of his father, Joseph 
Badenoch.

Commissioner McGann’s Address. 

Mr. McGann sketched the progress of 
street improvement in Chicago, which he 
held was a consideration of the progress of 
the city itself, from the dirt road of the vil- 


lage through the stages of the plank road 


and the Nicholson pavement up to the cedar 
block, which he said, as an expedient, had 


‘werved & wonderful purpose in the city, and 


then continued: ‘ 

The problem then, today, is, What shan 
we substitute for cedar blocks?’ That is 
what it means in Chicago. I find, in consid- 
ering this question, that the Dest engineers 
favor asphalt pavements, properly laid; that 
is, an asphalt pavement that will give a 
service without additional expense to the 
city or the property-owner for maintenance 
for not less than ten years. 

Macadam vs. Asphalt. 

“Macadam roadways are desired by 
many, and when properly constructed and 
properly maintained certainly offer the best 
natural roadway, especially for the man 
who likes to drive a horse, and drive it at 
a fair speed. The horse feels secure in fts 
footing, and it is pleasanter to drive overa 
macadam roadway than it is over an asphalt 
roadway; but for the modern notion of en- 
joying the driveways, the asphalt appears to 
attract the attention of many of our citi- 
zens, as well as of other of our citizens who 
regard asphaltum as a sufficient substance 
for a roadway in the business fection of the 
city, where great loads are to be hauled. 
Offering less resistance to wheeling, it offers 
the best inducements to carry loads that 
may be carried through our level roudways, 
cheapening the cost oftransportation This 
appears to be the greatest argument in 
favor of this substance, and if the substance 
can be constructed so as to give the sure 
guarantee to the city for its mainienance 
for the period of ten years, it will have paid 
for itself many times over in the facilities 
Offered for wheeling in the business section 
of the city from our large warehouses to our 
transportation depots, and from our docks to 
our stores. 

His Own Opinion. 

So that my own conclusions are as to 
what we should do to solve this problem to 
secure better roads for Chicago, the estab- 
lishment or the construction of roads in some 
places where the very heaviest and rough- 
est traffic is, with granite, laid somewhat 
closer than we have been laying it, 
having the blocks pressed better and main- 
tained to as level a surface as it is possible 
to maintain them. But on most of our high- 
ways | would favor asphalting. 

On the business streets that might be 
known as the ‘second class I would faver a 
well constructed brick roadway on a cement 
¢oncrete foundation. Bricks, by the Way, 
should have an inspection that would secure 
the city against the use of any but the very 
best brick that can be made. 

In considering this question as a problem 
1 consider that Chicago has only arrived at 
the period of permanent improvements; that 
the improvements up to the present time 
have been practically of a temporary char- 
acter, and that we now want to commence 
to consider permanent improvements for 
our highways, the same as I notice the citi- 
gens are establishing in the construction of 
their buildings. 

To do so we must extend our improve- 
ment from the roadway to the sidewalk, 
and discard, in the use our walks, the 
plank,the pine plank. It is not only a great 
expense in its maintenance—in its first con- 
struction, of course, it is cheaper—but it is 
particularly dangerous and increases loss 
to the city annually by the immense number 
of judgments secured against the city for 
accidents because of such sidewalks.”’ 


J. J. Badenoch’s Paper. 

The next speaker on the prorgram was ex- 
Chief.of Police J, J. Badenoch, but in his 
absence his paper on The Relation of the 
Police Department to Clean Streets was 
read by the Secretary.

“To make it possible for the Police de-

of Chicago from a Wheelman’s Standpoint,“ 
saying in part: 

1 desire to say at the outset that the 
wheelman’s standpoint is simply the stand- 
point of every good citizen, whether he rides 
a wheel or not. The wheelmen of Chicago 
are not as for special favors. They do 
not Want asphalt strips. What they do de- 
sire, however, are smooth pavements, sub- 
stantially constructed pavements, sanitary 
pavements, and pavements which can be 
inexpensively cleaned. 

“A recently appointed joint committee of 
the League of American Wheelmen and the 
Associated Cycling clubs has decided that, 
everything considered, the best, and the 
cheapest because it is the best, is an asphalt 
pavement. 0 

“The first work done by the wheelmen's 
joint committee consisted in the writing of 
letters to between 200 and 300 of the most 
prominent business and professional men 
in Chicago, and to the Commissioners of 
Public Works in other cities. With one 
solitary exception the replies have strongly 
favored the use of asphalt as a paving ma- 
terial. It seéms strange, therefore, that we 
should endure longer the noisy, rough, and 
dirty pavements which we have at present 
when the entire public is unanimously in 
favor of asphalt.” 

Major J. W. Howard Closes. 

Major J. W. Howard was introduced by 
the President as a worthy son of a great 
sire, General O, O. Howard. 

Major Howard prefaced his remarks by 
saying that for fifteen years he has been de- 
voting his time to investigations alorg the 
line of the subjectat hand. His address was 
given from manuscript, and was an interest- 
ing comparison of data obtained by personal 
observation all over the world. 

The morals of cities, he considered, wer 
typified commonly by the condition of the 
streets. Turning to the problem as be had 
observed it in Chicago after several weeks 
of investigation, he said: 

“The first requisite in Chicago is more 
money. You must raise more revenues to 
apply to this objeet if you will have clean 
cities. Money is the sinews of war in the 
fight against filth and dirt and in the name 
of cleanliness for bringing the city to a 
condition in which life will be bearable and 
health free from the attacks of the discases 
that are carried by the germs that flourish 
wherever streets and alleys are filled with 
the dirt and offal that naturally accumulate 
from their use.“ 

Growth of Cities. 

All these matters, he considered, were im- 
portant now to the solution of the ever grow- 
ing problem of city life. Ten years ago only 
16 per cent of the country’s population lived 
in the cities. Now more than 30 per cent 
live in the cities. In every department of 
street cleaning there should be a department 
given up to the study of conditions in which 
germ diseases may be best combated. While 
Chicago is one of the most healthful cities in 
the world, he had statistics, nevertheless, 
that show xymotic diseases are on the in- 
crease, 

A necessary requisite in this work,“ the 
speaker continued, is an unfaltering sup- 
port of civil service. And I must say that 
curing two weeks of careful investigation 
l have found in your city proofs in the rec- 
ord of the efficiency and economy of civil 
service. This system is a necessary requi- 
site to clean streets. If there is no system 
in it and the methods are changed with each 
political revolution and to suit the political 
exigencies of the hour, there are no clean 
streets. Politicians cannot clean streets.“ 

In his observation there is one existing in- 
stitution which he would use, the police de- 
partment. ‘“ Make thé people assist in 
street cleaning by enforcfng the ordinances. 
This the police can do; and it is the one ordi- 
nance.in Chicago which I would enforce in 
your city.”’ 

He gave a large number of statistics going 
to show the cost of maintaining various kinds 
of pavement under heavy traffic. The as- 
phalt pavement, he concluded, is upon expe- 
rience the most permanent pavement, the 
most easily repaired, and, he argued, by far 
the cheapest even on thoroughfares which 
are uesd most by heavy traffic. He was, 
therefore, confident this is the best method 
of pavement, and the one that will ultimately 
be used in large cities. 


“ YELLOW” YARN ABOUT JUDGE 


Evening Post Prints a Sensational 
Fake and Worries Tuthill’s 
Friends. 

The Evening Post printed conspicuously 
on its first page yesterday a yellow "’ yarn 
that created a little sensation until its falsity 
became established. The story related Judge 
Tuthill’s hairbreadth and thrilling escape 
from terrible death, and naturally startled 
the Judge’s family and friends. When it 
was proven to be a silly expansion of a 
slight incident an occasional reader of the 
Post was led to remark that “ if you see it 
in the Post it isn’t so.“ The Post’s piece of 

yellow journalism was as follows: 


JUDGE TUTHILL’S CLOSE CALL. 


Jurist Dragged by a Cable Car Barely 
Eseapes Death. 


An accident to Judge Tuthill today came near 
bringing the Luetgert trial to a sudden termina- 
tion. As it was, the eminent jurist who is pre- 
siding over the famous trial owes his escape from 
being crushed to death by a West Madison cabie 
car to his wonderful presence of mind. 

Early in the forenoon Judge Christian C. Kohl- 
saat walked over to Judge Tuthill’s residence at 
532 Jackson boulevard, and the two jurists started 
down-town together. They walked over to the 
Madison street car and at Center avenue signaled 
the gripman in car 1,508 to stop. The gripman re- 
leased the cable and the train slowed up, and when 
it camé almost to a standstill Judge Tuthill took 
hold of the handrail to get on. Just as he caught 
hold, however, the gripman fixed his grip on 
the cable and the train shot forward full speed, 
throwing the jurist from his feet and dragging 
him half a block, according to the statements of 
passengers on the car who saw the affair. Judge 
Tuthill had the presence of mind to hang on to the 
car, otherwrise the fall might have proved serious 
if not fatal to a man of his weight. 

A heavy dray was being driven along the street 
close to the track, and as the train dragging the 
jurist passed it the hubs of the heavy truck struck 
the body of Judge Tuthill and nearly broke his 
grip on the ear. Judge Kohleaat, who had been 
jJeft behind at the street intersection, stood rooted 
to the spot, fearing every ingtant to see the life 
crushed out of the helpless man. ‘The passengers 
Jumped up and the danger signal was given, bu! 
it was fully half a block before the fraih was 
brought to «a standstill and the Judge helped to 
the train. The etrair n terrible «re ee Pd on 
the way down-town Judge Tuthill complained of 
the. wrenching his sp... wad sustained. ‘ihe es- 
cape from being crushed between the dray and 
the train was almost miraculous as it was. 

1 don't look as though any accident had 
befallen me, do 17“ is the way Judge Tut- 


_hill answered a query regarding this fright- 


ful accident last evening. It was the 
merest incident. Judge Kohlsaat and I were 
together, and I asked him to walk over to 
Madison street with me, as I wished to take 
a car. A cable train came along and I mo- 
tioned for the gripman to stop, but before he 
could do so I grasped the hand rails of the 
last car and attempted to leap aboard. I 
was not quick enough, however, and had to 
run thirty or forty feet beside the car before 
I could get aboard. I was not dragged along 
the pavement and did not loosen my grip on 
the rail, because I did not relish a wallow in 
Madison street mud. There were a number 
of drays along the street, but none of them 
struck me. |

GEORGE-LOW COMBINATION. 


New York, Oct. 12.—[Special.]—The very 
latest complication in the already complex 
political situation is a move to have the 
name of ex-Postmaster Charles W. Dayton 
placed on the Citizens’ union ticket for Con- 
troller in place of Charles 8. Fatrchild. The 
belief early in the day—in fact,”even up to 
evening—was that Mr. Dayton would be 
nominated by the George men for Controller 
in place of Colonel Waring, who declined. 
But Mr. Dayton, it is said, refused to go on 
the George ticket alone. He is reported to 
haye said that if placed on the Citizens“ 
union ticket he would also consent to his 
name being used on the George ticket. 

This arrangement was found according to 
the story not to be distasteful to the Cit- 
izens’ union, and steps were taken to bring 
it about. In fact, it is said the scheme is 
favored by Seth Low and Mr. Fairchild 
themselves. They believe it would strength- 
en the opposition to Tammany and Platt and 
insure the election of Dayton. It is especi- 
ally desired by tho anti-machine men to 
elect an anti-boss controller, and they think 
this is the best way to bring it about. 

In an interview today Mr. Dayton said: 
“If Crokerism wins political independence 
and liberty die. 

My position is this: I will do anything 
and everything in my power between now 
and election day to crush out Crokerism in 
this oity. 

1 would work and run against Tam- 
many, if necessary, even if I get only ten 
votes. While I might get bcaten in such a 
campaign, the very fight we would make 
wouid aid every young man that is to come 
after us. 

‘Croker is a tyrant who will not allow 
any one to say or do anything. I think that 
by leading a fight against his arbitrary, dic- 
tatorial course I will be acing a great service

Tammany IS Displeased. 


Tammany is displeased over the probable 
nomination of Mr. Dayton. He has a 
strong following in the organization, and 
will take many votes from the wigwam. 
It was Mr. Dayton who received the first 
hearty applause in the Tammany county 
convention. He was prominently men- 
tioned for Mayor on the Tammany ticket 
until Croker returned from Europe. Croker 
took his name off the slate. Jimmy O'Brien 
said today if Mr. Dayton was the candidate 
for Controller he would see that the candi- 
date selected by his organization for the 
same office would be withdrawn and Mr. 
Dayton indorsed. 

Jerome O'Neill, candidate on the Henry 
George ticket for President of the Council, 
and who is a prominent member of the 
Central Labor union, has accepted the nom- 
ination. 

Otto Irving Wise, lawyer and Republican, 
appeared before the Police board, and, with 
due formality and some mystery, filed a pro- 
test against the acceptance of the nomina- 
tions of the Citizens’ union. He represented 
Joseph H. Handley, and the protest charges 
that the nominations are invalid and illegal 
because of alleged faflures to conform to 
the election laws of the State. The Citizens’ 
union leaders declare this is a move of 
Platt, and is simply intended to embarrass 
and impede their cause. 

Joseph Larocque, William B. Hornblower, 
Joseph H. Choate, and other noted lawyers 
of the Citizens’ union ridicule the protest, 
and declare it will come to nothing. 


Socialist Labor Candidate. 


Lucien Saniel, the Socialist Labor candi- 
date for the office of Mayor, opened his cam- 
paign at Cooper Union tonight. In the large 
crop of Mayoralty candidates Mr. Saniel has 
been almost lost sight of, yet he attracted a 
bigger meeting than that which ratified the 
nomination of General Tracy, as big as that. 
addressed by Seth Low last Thursday night, 
and almost as large as the one which nom- 
inated Henry George. 

Mr. Saniel is a Frenchman who writes 
some cutting things in English. but his ora- 
tory is not effective, because he has not 
mastered the pronunciation of the language 
he writes so well. The platform wus deco- 
rated with red flags. There was a hand and 
about as much enthusiasm as marks the 
average political gathering. The people 
gave expression to their displeasure by hiss- 
ing the names of capitalists. Saniel bitterly 
assailed the other candidates for Mayor, 
Henry George faring no better than the rest. 
Daniel De Leon also addressed the meeting. 
There were overflow meetings on the out- 
side which were addressed by a number of 
Socialist orators. 


Waring Peremptorily Declines. 


Colonel Waring tonight peremptorily de- 
clines the nomination of the Jefferson (Hen- 
ry George) Democracy for Controller. In 
his letter he says: , 

‘I thank the party for the honor done me, 
but I cannot accept the nomination for the 
office of Controller. I am very sorry I was 
not consulted about it before your action 
was taken. I should have told you thai I 
would not give up, for the sake of becoming 
Controller of Greater New York, the hope of 
continuing to direct. the operations of the 
Department of Street Cleaning until the 
plans now in hand for its improvement 
shall have been carried to compietion.”’

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BARON KONTSKY ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 
OWING TO POVERTY. 


Discouraged by His Efforts to Obtain 
Employment in New York He Turns 
On the Gas and Lies Down to Die— 
Letter to a Friend Results in Dis- 
covery of the Act in Time to Save 
His Life+Prominenée of the Fam- 
ily--His Straggle in America. 


New York, Oct. 12.—[Special.]—Ishmael 
Kontsky, known as a French Baron, tried to 
kill himself today by turning on the gas in 
his room at No. 26 West Fifteenth street. 
That he failed to die Was due to the fact that 
he had written to his friend, Charles Dana 
Gibson, the artist, apprising him of his in- 
tentions. 

Mr. Gibson sent William A. Coleman of No. 
204 East Twenty-fifth street to see if any- 
thing was wrong. Coleman called at the 
house and demanded to be shown at once to 
Kontsky’s room. He rushed up-stairs and 
found the Baron lying unconscious on the 
bed. He was fully dressed. Three gas jects 
were turned on and the room was filled with 
gas. Coleman threw open the window. On 
a chair beside the bed were two letters. One 
was addressed to Baroness Kontsky, Rio 
Janeiro, Brazil. The other was open. Kont- 
sky was still living, though unconsel us, and 
he was taken across the street to the New 
York Hospital. He is under arrest and will 
recover. 

The open letter partly explains tha young 
man’s act. It is as follows: It is 4 o’clock 
in the morning. I] can't stand it any longer. 
The temptation to finish with this terrible 
life I am not used to is too great. Sc 1 will 
be one more killed by gas. May God be 
clement and forgive me. And my deagest 
mother, all that I owe will be paid one of 
these days.”’ . 

Then under the signature, written in a 
shaking hand, are the words: Six o’clock 
and I still live. May I be dead before long.“ 

At No. 26 West Fifteenth street very little 
is known about the Baron. Heisa Brazilian 
and the son of Baron Kontsky. His father 
was once wealthy, but lost his fortune some 
years ago. He died shortly afterward. There 
was just enough money left to comfortably 
support the mother, so last January the son 
came to this country. He had expected, he 
told those in the boarding-house, to get an 
engagement as a fergale impersonutor at 
Koster and Bial’s, but the engagement did 
not materialize. Seme months «go Kontsky 
advertised in one of the newspapers that un- 
less he found work at once he would be 
obliged to kill himself. This brought him a 
period of prosperity and some work of differ- 
ent kinds. Many people sent him money. 

Recently he secured employment as secre- 
tary to an educational institution in New 
Jersey, but he found the work too arduous 
and gave it up. ; 


TRACES THE GIRL TO CHICAGO. 


Young French Woman. Abducted in 
Paris Last March Finally Found 
in This City.

New York, Oct. 12. —Acting Captain Me- 
Cluskey of the Detective bureau has dis- 
covered the habitat of Louise Ripp, 16 years 
old, who was abducted from her home in 
Corbeil, near Faris, in March last. 

The girl went to Paris to the mardi gras 
festival. She was accosted by a man known 
to the police here as Eduard and told that 
her uncle wanted to see herihacafé When 
she got to the café, it is alleged, Henry Pgil- 
lusseau, who is known as Scar on the 
Neck,“ was introduced to her as a friend of 
her uncle and sent to tell her that her unclé 
would be delayed for half an hour. Then 
these men drugged Louise and conveyed her 
to England. With the aid of a female con- 
federate they got her on board t. steamer at 
Southampton, and as the daughter of Pail- 
lusseau and his alleged wife were landed in 
this city. Louise fell ill while here and was 
sent to Saratoga to recuperate. 

Eduard then made her go to Chicago 


with him, where he took her to the house of 


Lena Demerville, who was formerly m New 
York. Having traced her to Chicago Cap- 
tain McCluskey communicated with the 
Chief of Poliee, and on Saturday the Chief's 
detectives found the girl. M. Brouwaert 
has communicated with Acting Consul Viel- 
homme of Chicago, telling him to take cherge 
of the girl. 

Eduard“ is under surveillance and the 
French Consul General will ask the United 
States authorities to help in the matter; but 
nothing will be done until M. Vielhomme is 
heard from. 

Paillusseau is now under arrest in Havre, 
charged with complicity in the robbery of 
diamond jewelry, the property of Miss Susan 
de Forrest Day of this city, owner of the 
steam yacht Scythian. 

Consul Vieilhomme said early this morning 
that Louise Ripp had either got away from 
Chicago or was where detectives could not 
find her. f 

Last Monday,“ he went on, I was noti- 
fied by the French Consul in New York that 
the girl was here and at the house of Lena 
Demerville, 112 Custom House place. At 
noon of the same day I had detectives sent 
there, but they could not find the girl. At 
the time I was notified of the girl's presence 
here a French newspaper in New Vork pub- 
lished the whole story cf Miss Ripp’s roman- 
tic experience. I presume it was seen by her 
or her friends here, and when the detectives 
looked for her she was gone.“

“ When soldiers awaiting result of trial or 
undergoing sentence commit offenses for 
which they are tried the second sentence will

ATTITUDE OF MORNING PRESS. 


Editorial Expressions Condemnatory 
of the Fort Sheridan Scandal and 
Demanding Investigation. 


Chicago morning newspapers had the fol- 
lowing editorials yesterday on the Fort Sher- 
idan scandal: 

It remains for the authorities in the War 
department at Washington to say whether such 
treatment as Captain Lovering’s dragging 
process is calculated to buiid up the army and 
make it a body of loyal fighters.

is steadily getting colder. On the morning 
of Oct. 3, the.day he left, the thermometer 
showed 8° below zero. The river, which 
runs between the sawmill and the side of 
the lake on which the trail comes down 
from the mountains, froze up, so that the 
boats had to be cut out of the ice. Mr. 
Rocko says that the Yukon is likely to 
freeze any night, and that he would not 
give much for the lives of those now on the 
river with insufficient provisions. 

The McKay party, which left here in Au- 
gust, is still at Lake Bennett. The party 
was made up of about thirteen women and 
several men, and they had about a thousand 
pounds of provisions. Most of the grub was 
left on the trail, and the day Mr. Rocko left 
the lake they were about to start down the 
lake for Dawson in a barge, with insufficient 
clothing on the women, and a few sacks of 
flour and a few slabs of bacon, hardly 
enough to last the party during the sail to 
Dawson. The old-timers at the lake pro- 
tested against the attempt, When that 
failed, the Canadian police had about made 
up their minds to stop the party, consider- 
ing that the attempt to make Dawson could 
be little less than suicide. Mr. Rocko left 
before the police had finally determined to 
take the matter in their hands. The saw- 
mill cleaned up about $10,000 for each of its 
owners during the summer. 

Packers Quit for the Season. 

The last packers have left the trail and 
are returning to their homes by way of 
Juneau. A party which arrived here to- 
day, having lost all their horses by starva- 
tion on the inland side of the White Pass, 
stated that not to exceed 800 persons all 
told had succeeded in getting over the Skag- 
uay trail,to Lake Bennett, and they with 
only incomplete outfits. 

Charles Hooper, a local architect, has just 
recéived a letter from his brother on the 


other side of the earth, at Johannesburg. 


stating that many are leaving there for 
Alaska, and that hundreds are preparing to 
abandon the Transvaal and see if fortune 
will not smile on them in the Yukon coun- 
try. I asked F. W. Charchouse of Portland, 
Orell, who left here recently, to write to me 
about the actual condition of things on the 
Stickeen River route. A letter received 
from him at Fort Wrangell states that the 
Canadian Pacific railroad company has in 
transit the material for a narrow gauge 
railroad from Telegraph Creek to Teslin 
Lake. 

Juheau is crowded and has assumed her 
old-time appearance as the metropolis of 
Alaska. Twenty-three young women ar- 
rived here in one day recently from Port- 
land, Puget Sound, and Skaguay. They will 
ornament the dance halls. A great crowd 
of men went down to the wharf after mid- 
night to see the steamer from Portland 
bring in the girls. A new dance hall was 
opened that night. At3o’clockin the morn- 
ing several box parties were washing their 
hands in champagne. The outlook is that 
Juneau will come in for her share of notice 
as one of the hot towns in Alaska next 
winter. Easterners would be astonished at 
the volume of commercial business of Ju- 
neau. It is a good outfitting point for the 
Yukan to the extent of its capacity. 


DISCOVERS THE MOTHER LODE. 


W. C. King, a Prospector in the Klon- 
dike Region, Locates Rich Gold- 
Bearing Ledges. 


Portland, Ore., Oct. 12.—[Specia].]—J. C. 
King, a reliable business-man of Portland, 
declares his brother has discovered the long 
looked for mother lode of the Klondike. . Mr. 
King made this statement tonight: My 
brother, W. C. King, has been prospecting 
in the Stewart River country for the last 
two years. He has been looking almost sole- 
ly for quartz. Last June he found the two 
ledges and he has located four claims there. 
The strike is sixty miles up from the mouth 
of the Stewart on the Yukon, and is about 
one and one-half miles from the river, on the 
north side of the spur of mountains which 
parallel the Stewart on the south. My 
brother shipped 400 pounds of specimens to 
me via St. Michael’s. I received them at 
Seattle and took them to the Selby smelter at 
San Francisco. The specimens from one 
ledge showed up 8781 in gold and 247 ounces 
of silver to the ton, also 20 per cent lead and 
11% per cent copper. The ore from the other 
ledge ¢arried a heavier per cent of copper. 
It went 17 per cent copper and $153 gold.

Those who honored 
his- memory, he said, should not forget that 
his deeds belonged to all the world, the old 
world as well as the new, and that from his 
cradle to the giant land of today there isa 
span of the mightiest centuries in the his- 
tory of man. 

He closed by eulogizing Catholicism, 
which, he said, would continue to proclaim 
her unfaltering message of peace, progress, 
and good will to men. 


Talks of the Pope. 
After a felicitous introduction by President 


Egan the Rev. E. M. Dunne responded sub-. 


stantially as follows to the toast, The Holy 
Father: 

In current history no name elicits greater 
admiration than that of Leo XII. He has 
won the esteem of Catholic and Protestant, 
Jew and infidel.’ His various encyclicals 
convince us that he ardently desires to pro- 
mote both the temporal and spiritual wel- 
fare of socicty. Like many of the Leos pre- 
ceding him on the papal throne, he seems 
eminently qualified to represent the conquer- 
ing lion of the tribe of Juda. 

In Leo's policy there is no ambicuity. no 
duplicity. He is a pontiff of uncompromis- 
ing character. His public utterances indi- 
cate no studied omission of Catholic phrase- 
ology. He never countenances any attempt 
at veneering or rounding off the edges of 
Catholic doctrine to render it more palatable. 
He always comes out courageously for Cath- 
olic truth and principle, and he wants Bish- 
ops as well as priests to do the same. 

This intrepid catholic spirit of Leo is 
especially observable in his letters on the 
rights and duties of capital and labor, on the 
evils affecting modern society, as (e. g.) the 
reckless mismanagement of public funds, 
the widespread social cancer of divorce, se- 
cret organizations, socialism and anarchy 
that will not brook any authority, however 
lawful. He traces the origin of these evils 
to their proper source—viz.: to the contempt 
and rejection of the church’s teaching au- 
thority. 

Unfortunately peace has not yet been 
established between the church and the 
kingdom of Italy. For centuries the Popes 
resided unmolested in the Quirinal now oc- 
cupied by King Humbert. There also the 
Cardinals used to assemble in conclave for 
the papal election. It is not probable that 
the holy father will enter upon negotiations 
of peace with the invaders of his very domi- 


celle, at least until after the latter vacates. | 


If a conciliation is ever affected between 
church and state, either during Leo’s reign 
or that of his ‘successsor, it certainly will 
not be purchased at the price of papal inde- 
pendence.”’

CHICAGO IN WHISKY TRUST. 


Local Capitalists Confer with Ken- 
tucky Distillers in Levy Mayer’s 
Office—$11,000,000 Involved. 


Investigation into the probability of the 
whisky trust proves that Chicago has had a 
hand in the deal and that the work of or- 
ganizing will, in all probability, spring from 
this city. There was a conference at the 
office of Levy Mayer on Friday and Satur- 
day between the trust men and the owners of 
the distilleries as to what terms could be 
fixed for the transfer of their plants, but no 
definite results were reached, the thing being 
left until a later meeting, which will be held 
in the near future, when all differences so 
far existing will be settled and the trust 
launched. In speaking of the movement 
yesterday Mr. Mayer said: 

„I can say positively as its counsel that 
the American Spirit Manufacturing com- 
pany is in no way interested in or connected 


with the proposed new company, the purpose 


of which is the purchase of the Kentucky 
distilleries.”

Longer Contests Are Too Much 
Like Prize Fighting. 


UNDER POLICE SUPERVISION. 


Mayor Harrison clearly outlined the policy 
of his administration regarding boxing yes- 
terday when he said decidedly he would not 
permit bouts of more than eight rounds’ 
duration, these to be conducted under strict 
police regulations, 

There has been a general activity all over 
Chicago in the boxing line and all the ame- 
teurs have prepared for an active season, as 
well as many of the professionals. The 
shorter number of rounds is not so disap- 
pointing to the amateurs as if is to the pro- 
fessionals and fight promoters. 

He announced he would not grant a per- 
mit for a twenty-round go between Tommy 
Ryan and Young Griffo, which has been an- 
nounced to take place Oct. 28 at Tattersall’s. 
In speaking of the matter Mayor Harrison 
said: 

“ Twenty-round boxing matches are to» 


| long and I will refuse to grant a permit for 


such an exhibition. Six or eight rounds is 
plenty long enough, and that is the limit. 
Nothing longer than that will be permitted. 
A twenty-round boxing bout savors too 
strongly of a prize fight, and prize fighting 
could not be tolerated. I see no harm, how- 
ever, in short boxing matches under the 
supervision of the police.” 

Mayor Harrison was introduced to Bob 
Fitzsimmons in the corridor of the Gibson 
House, Cincinnati, on Monday night. He 
was introduced to the champion pugilist by 
a mutual acquaintance and they chatted 
pleasantiy/together for half an hour on mat- 
ters of general interest. In speaking of the 
incident yesterday the Mayor said: 

was standing in the hotel corridor on 
Monday night, waiting for train time, when 
a friend came up and said Bob Fitzsimmong 
was anxious to meet me. I looked up and 
saw thé pugilist coming through the crowd 
towards me. We shook hands and gossiped 
for half an hour.

Wha ongressman Woodman was stricken 

— riding on a Blue Island avenue car 
2 on Monday evening, on his way from 
0 Own-town office to his home. During 

e day Mr. Woodman had been in the best 
of health and spirits, and expressed himself 
to several of his friends as feeling much 
better than he had for some time. Hls 
health has not been the best for the last two 
years, and frequent and severe attacks of 
nervous prostration have compelled him to 
almost constantly keep himself under the 
care of a physician. On Monday afternoon 
Mr. Woodman came down-town early and 
after transacting some important business 
matters he called on several old acquaint- 


ances, 
Faints as He Talks. 

While in conversation with some friends in 
the office of his brother-in-law, J. M. Ham- 
ilton, in the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing, Mr. Woodman was seized suddenly with 
a fainting spell, and for a time it was feared 
he had received a stroke of paralysis. After 
a few moments, however, the sufferer recov- 
ered his strength and faculties sufficiently 
to be able to walk to the elevator. Mr. Ham-

panied him to the street, and after half 
supporting him for a block or more, Mr. 
Woodman said he had recovered, and in- 
sisted on being allowed to take a car for 
the West Side. 

Mr. Hamilton refused to allow the ex-Con- 
gressman to make the trip alone and accom- 
panied him. The fresh air seemed to com- 
pletely revive him, and the two chatted until 
West Twelfth street was reached, when 
suddenly Mr. Woodman uttered a gasp and 
fell back on the car seat almost unconscious. 
With the aid of some passengers Mr. Ham- 
ilton assisted his stricken brother-in-law to 
a drug store nearby, wher storatives 
were applied. A cab was hurriedly called 
and the sufferer was taken to his home, a 
few blocks away. 


Doctor Is Hastily Called. 


Dr. Hood, the family physician, was sum- 
moned and arrived in less than an hour. 
Mr. Woodman had by this time lost con- 
sciousness, and has since had but few lucid 
moments. 

Dr. Hood said Mr. Woodman was suffering 
from a ruptured blood vessel in the brain. 
Last evening it was stated by Miss Wood- 
man, daughter of the ex-Congressman, that 
his condition was critical, and that, while 
the family was still full of hope for his re- 
covery, her father had shown no encourag- 
ing improvement since he had been brought 
home unconscious on Monday evening. 


Sketch of Mr. Woodman. 

Charles W. Woodman was born in Den- 
mark, March 11, 1844. He came to this 
country in 1865 and served during the last 
year of the civil war in the United States 
navy. At the close of the war he came to 
Chicago and began the study of law and 
graduated from the law department of the 
Chicago University in 1871. In that year 
he was appointed Prosecuting Attorney, he 
being the first person to hold that position 
under the city government. Mr. Woodman 
became a Justice of the Peace in 1881, and 
almost continuously held that office until 
1804, when he was elected as a member of 
Congress from the Fourth District. In the 
campaign of 1894 Mr. Woodman ran on the 
Republican ticket against Frank Lawler, 
independent Democrat, and three other can- 
didates, and was elected by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 

During his term In Congress Mr. Woodman 
earned the reputation of being Cuba’s 
stanchest friend in the Lower House. 

He presented the first “ belligerent rights 
bill in the House, and though his measure 
met with defeat, he frequently made at- 
tempts to have it reconsidered. 

Mr. Woodman failed to secure a renomi- 
nation for Congress in his district and ran 
on the indedpendent Republican ticket, but 
was defeated. Several of Mr. Woodman's 
political friends made strenuous efforts to 
secure the Cuban Consul Generalship for 
him, but his known animosity to Spain and 
his sympathy with Cuba made it impossible 
for the administration to grant the request.

BIGGEST BOATS ON THE LAKES. 


John D. Rockefeller Closes a Contract 
for Three Large Ships for 
the Ore Trade. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 12.—The Bessemer 
Steamship company, John D. Rockefeller’s 
big linc of lake steamers and tow barges, to- 
day closed a contract for the three largest 
ships ever constructed for sefvice on fresh 
water. As thé big ships built for this line 
over a year ago were far larger than any- 
thing brought out previously, so the new 
boats will be an advance in size over even 
these enormous freighters. The contract for 
the three went to F. W. Wheeler & Co. of 
Bay City. 

The contract is for one steamer and two 
consorts. The three must be completed by 
next May, and all together will carry over 
20.000 tons of iron ore on a single trip on a 
draft of seventeen feet. With the com- 
pletion of the twenty-foot channel their 
capacity will be much greater. The steam- 
er’s dimensions are: 475 feet over all, 455 
feet keel, 50 feet beam, and 29½ feet deep, 
exceeding in all dimensions anything now 
afloat on the lakes. The engines will be 
quadiuple expansion, the cylinders measur- 

40, 68, and 85 inches diameter, with

Mayor Again After the School 
Board Secretary. 


WALLER ANGRY AT HIM. 


Believes He Gave Out Reflections 
on the Controller. 


PRESIDENT HALLE IS HOME. 


It was given out at the City Hall yester- 
day on high authority that changes in the 
management, if not the makeup, of the City 
Board of Education were imminent. The 
one most immediately to be sought for is the 
removal of Secretary and Business Agent 
Graham, and this Mayor Harrison proposes 
to effect soon. Whether the shakeup will go 
any further is a matter for the future. 

This information was given to a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE yesterday by a gentleman 
who is not only one of the most important 
Officials at the City Hall, but entirely in 
Mayor Harrison's confidence. His state- 
ment in brief is as follows: 


Talk of Removing Graham Revived. 


The Mayor had determined some time ago 
to have some other person put in Graham's 
place, but the matter was allowed to rest 
until next summer, when Mr. Harrison will 
have the naming of seven more school in- 
spectors, giving his appointees a clear ma- 
jority on the board. Recently, however, a 
story was printed in all the morning papers 
to the effect that Controller Waller, by re- 
fusing to honor a warrant on the school 
fund, would deprive many teachers of their 
pay. The facts in the case were he had 
simply refused to transfer money from the 
school tax fund to the school fund to re- 
plenish the latter, which had been drawn on 
to pay the teachers and, as it was thought 
Graham was responsible for the publication 
of the story, talk of removing him was at 
once revived. 

Yesterday, however, a morning paper pub- 
lished an interview with an anonymous em- 
ployé of the Board of Education, in which it 
was charged Controller Waller had drawn 
on the school tax fund for use for city pur- 
poses until a balance of $1,651,085 which 
ought to be there had been changed to a 
deficit of $117,000. 


Lay It to the Secretary. 


This particularly charged Controller Wal- 
ler with a serious offense, and both he and 
Mayor Harrison were highly indignant. 
Controller Waller refused to discuss the 
matter more than to say that the balance 
in the school tax fund was over $2,000,000 
instead of $1,651,085 and had not been tam- 
pered with, but both he and the Mayor ac- 
cuse Secretary Graham of being the instiga- 
tor of the story, and word at once went out 
that Mayor Harrison would insist upon his 
removal. ; 

As the board is constituted now Mayor 
Harrison's appointees do not form a ma- 
pority, but they will next summer when he 
names seven more inspectors, and in the 
meantime it is not likely the others would 
fight the Mayor on this issue if he makes a 
point of it, as it is said he will. The trouble 
may go so far the Mayor will summarily 
remove some of the present inspectors to 
gain his point, but this is unlikely. 

Controller Waller would not be inter- 
viewed regarding the serious charge made 
against him, as he said he would not notice 
an anonymous accuser. Astothecity finan- 
ces in general, he said he had plenty of 
money for present purposes, and only the 
day before had refused to sell to a well- 
known bank a lot of city warrants, which he 
still has on hand and which are available 
for the city’s necessities. 

No one could be found at the Board of 
Education who would stand sponsor for the 
charges made against Controller Waller. 


President Halle Is Home. 


Edward G. Halle, President of the Board 
of Education, returned home yesterday after 
a four months’ pleasure trip to Europe, the 
principal part of the time being spent in 
Germany. He said wh'le the trip had been 
pleasant and ‘beneficia he was most happy 


y to return to Chicago, as the more one travels 


and inspects other large and growing cities 
the more one is contented with Chicago. 

Mr. Halle left Chicago last May, and a 
month after his departure he was reélected 
as President of the Board of Education. He 
referred to his re@lection last night and said 
it was in the nature of a pleasant surprise, 
inasmuch as he had expected to retire at 
the end of his official year and considered 
his retirement doubly sure from the fact of 
his absence at the annual meeting and with 
the knowledge that his absence would be 
prolonged far into the fall. 


Talks of the Misappropriation.” 


He was asked about the alleged misappro- 
priation of $1,651,035 of the school tax funds, 
as detailed in a morning paper, and frankly 
admitted his ignorance of the whole affair. 
He said that it had been customary in the 
past for the Board of Education to loan the 
city money at certain seasons of the vear, 
when the board was flush and the city short 
of money, but he knew of no such transac- 
tion at this time. In every such instance 
the officials of the board were parties to the 
loan, and he knew of no such loan being 
made without the knowledge and consent of 
the Board of Education officials. The money, 
he said, had always been returned. 

Mr. Halle announced his intention of, re- 
suming his official duties early this morn- 
ing, but did not intimate thet an investiga- 
tion would be in order or that there was 
anything to be investigated. 

He referred generally to the happenings in 
the board during his absence, and remarked 
that he thought the members had had a 
hard time of it, meaning, of course, the 
strike on the part of the laborers employed 
on the school buildings, but refused to com- 
mit himself as to the merits of the trouble 
or the settlement. He characterized the 
Mangler investigation as a fizzle and was 
sure that it would end as had been the case— 
in a fizzle. 


Reviews the Filter Contract. 


Referring to the filter contract, he said 
that the members evidently felt called upon 
to make some such contract, as there was 
a general demand on the part of the press 
and people for some action looking to the 
purification of the drinking water which 
members could not and would not ignore. 

Mr. Halle while in Germany made it a 
point to inspect the schools, especially the 
buildings.

WHY REVISE THE CONSTITUTION } 

A Chicago paper states that Tue 
TRIBUNE has always opposed the calling of 
a convention to revise the constitution.” 
So Tue TRIBU NE has until it could find out 
specifically and precisely why those who de- 
sire to revise the organic law want to do so, 

It has called repeatedly on those who 
want a constitutional convention called for 
information as to what changes they wish 
to have made. They have never unswered 
except by declarations to the effect that 
the present constitution is not up to the 
times; that it is an iron-bound in- 
strument; and that “the wants of the 
people cannot be met.” That is too 
vague, 

The rural districts have not expanded and 
developed so much since 1870 that the 
legislation they need cannot be had under 
the constitution of that year. They will 
say the city has grown, What proper legis- 
lation does it need that cannot be secured 
now, especially since the Supreme Court 
has upheld laws general in form which this 
city or county may avail itself of by popular 
vote, while other cities or counties need not? 
There has been no answer to that question. 

Is it not a fact that what these revisers 
desire most is to get rid of the constitutional 
restrictions on bonded indebtedness so that 
promoters may induce municiputities to 
mortgage themselves up to the hilt? ls it 
not a fact that they want to do away with 
the limitations on taxation so that property- 
owners may be fleeced for the benefit of 
political demagogues? If that is not what 
they want, what is? 

Fortunately for the taxpayers, even if 
the Legislature were to submit the ques- 
tion of calling a convention it would not be 
called. For, thunks to the Australian bal- 
lot law, a majority of those voting would 
not mark their ballots for the proposition, 
and even if it were to carry, and a new 


administration in the matter of the sealing 
conference at Washington. It evidently 
hopes by raising a great deal of fog about 
the subject to conceal the ridiculous atti- 
tude of the English government from the 
rest of the world. 

The St. James Gazette—one of the most 
bitter anti-American organs—endeavors to 
make a point on the failure of America to 
pay damages for seizure of certain piratical 
Canadian sealing vessels in, the Bering Sea, 
although this question has nothing to do 
with the business to be brought before the 
proposed conference. Conclusive evidence 
of this is furnished in the fact that the 
Marquis of Salisbury made no objection on 
this ground when, as intimated by the Lon- 
don paper, he walked into the “ trap pre- 
pared for him by Minister Hay in an agree- 
ment to participate in the conference. 

The explanation now given to account for 
England's ludicrous somersault is that it 
has simply bowed to the demand of Canada. 
An additional reason is suggested in its 
unwillingness to enter the confercnce with 
representatives of the Russian and Japa- 
nese governments composing a part of it, 
lest it should be outvoted. And yet the 
conference was proposed for purely consul- 
tative purposes and would determine noth- 
ing except by general consent after an in- 
vestigation of the whole subject, and in 
view of the interests of all the governments 
represented, The inevitable inference is 
that England would have made no objec- 
tion to taking part in the conference if she 
had felt sure of the codperation of Japan 
and Russia in outvoting the United States. 

The United States government is pursu- 
ing the right course in proceeding with the 


conference in codperation with Japan and 


Russia as participants. When Johnny Bull 
gets over his scare he may decide to come 
in. In the meantime, if the three principal 
powers surrounding the Bering Sea should 
decide to bring Canada to book for its 
piratical policy in prosecuting the sealing 
business, there may be some ground for 
serious negotiation, 


— 
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THE CALUMET DRAINAGE DISTRICT. 
Next month an election will be held to 


decide whether the Calumet Sanitary Dis- 
trict shall be organized. If the vote is in 


the affirmative the new district will pro- 


ceed to cut a drainage channel from the 
Calumet River at Blue Island to the main 
channel of the Chicago District at the 
Sag. It is estimated that it will cost 4 
millions to cut a channel with a capacity 
of 150,000 cubic feet a minute. As the 
population of the proposed-Calumet Dis- 
trict is about 200,000, the new channel 
must have a minimum flow of 40, 000 cubic 
feet per minute. 

It is desirable that the vote should be in 
the aflirmative. The district, which has 
been given an area of 100 square miles, will 
be able to stand the expense, which will be 
much less than the original estimates. <As 
the new district will use the Chicago chan- 
nel below the Sag, it will have no expensive 
rock cutting to do. Most of the work will 
be done with dredges and the earth removed 
will be used in filling up the low land in the 
Calumet region. 

Furthermore, instead of the new district 


is unalterably opposed to saddling the ex- 
pense upon the federal Treasury, and in- 
directly robbing the taxpayers of the coun- 
try generally for the benefit of a few indi- 


vidualse—chiefly promoters, contractors, 


and speculators—in Wyoming, Idaho, Mon- 


tana, Colorado, New Mexico, and Arizona. 
Such a tax would fall in full proportion 
upon the people of New England, as well 
as those of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and 
the rest of the Mississippi Valley, while 
they would not be benefited by the improve- 
ment in the smallest degree. When Con- 


gress has donated to the Mountain States 


the lands on which the improvements are 
to be made, it has done all that can be 
expected of it. It is safe to say that it 
will take no such step as that asked by 
the Irrigation Congress. 


JAPAN AS A NAVAL POWER. 

In view of the unexampled activity in 
naval development now prevailing among 
the principal powers of the world an article 
in the October number of the North Amer- 
ican Review, referring to the strides Japan 
has made in this direction during the last 
few years, is well calculated to attract wide 
attention. It is from the pen of Mr, Oharles 
H. Cramp of Cramp Bros., the noted ship- 
builders of Philadelphia—a faet which will 
give to its statements added significance 
and importance, 

The first step in the building up of a navy 
by Japan, as explained by Mr. Cramp, was 
taken in the acquisition by purchase or gift 
from the United States soon after our civil 
war of the Confederate ram Stonewall. 
This was followed by another vessel of 
somewhat similar type built in England 
about the same time and still in use as a 
gunnery and training ship under the name 
of the Riojo. In the thirty years preceding 
the Chinese war the Japanese navy had in- 
creased to five cruisers of the larger class, 
including the Naniwa and the Yoshino— 
two of the most effective vessels of their 
class in the navies- of any country—and 
fifteen serviceable gun vessels of lighter 
tonnage. All these were of the unarmored 
class, however, though pronounced by Mr. 
Cramp, in proportion to their displacement, 
equal to any in the world.” As a result 
of the war several Chinese vessels were 
added to the Japanese navy, including the 
Chen Yuen and the Ping Yuen—the latter 
a powerful armored coast defense ship 
which had been captured by the unarmored 
Japanese cruisers. At the end of the war 
the Japanese navy embraced forty-three 
sea-going vessels with a total displacement 
of 79,000 tons, seven of the larger size be- 
ing prizes taken from the Chinese. 

The advances which have been made in 
the three years since the war is shown by 
the fact that Japan’s present navy consists 
of forty-eight sea-going vessels of 111,000 
tons displacement, besides twenty-six tor- 
pedo boats. The five sea-going vessels add- 
ed since the war have a total displacement of 
82,000 tons and are of “ the most advanced 
types of modern naval architecture,” in- 
cluding two first-class battleships of 12,800 
tons each, the Fuji and the Yashima, while 
the vessels now in process of construction 
or projected, to be completed by 1903, will 
give an “ effective force of sixty-seven sea- 


has already shown that our naval power 
is capable of being increased by over ninety 
vessels, in short order, by the utiligation of 
our merchant marine, of which some twenty 
vessels are on the Pacific coast: While it 
is important that our navy should be in- 
creased in strength without delay, the 
reasons for this step are not to be found in 
any danger to which we may be at present 
exposed from Japan,

yet return a large profit to the eity. Yet the 
municipal gas works were run last year at 
an admitted loss of $225,000. 

The city’s plant is so old-fashioned and so 
poor that it cannot manufacture more than 
three-fifths of the amount it is called on to 
furnish, The other two-fifths the city buys 
from private companies and then sells to 
its own customers at an increased price. It 
sells at a dollar a thousand gas which it 
pays 37 cents for, and yet loses money in the 
gas business. 

This is the outcome of “ municipal own- 
ership" when tried in a large American 
city. It should be sufficient to deter any 
other municipality from going into the gas 
business as long as cities are run by poli- 
ticians for their own benefit and that of the 
party to which they belong. 

Ig there a city where the voters are rea- 
sonably intelligent and are willing to elect 
to office competent business-men who will 
attend to municipal affairs as honestly and 
intelligently as they do to their own? If 
so there is a city where municipal gas works 
may be established with safety. 

Most of the business-men of Philadelphia 
want the city to go out of the gas business. 
They wish it to lease the works to men who 
will expend several millions in improving 
the plant, who will supply the people with 
better gas than they get now, at a lower 
price, and at the same time pay the city a 
fair rent for its works. 

But the city will not lease its plant and 
will not improve it. That is because the 
politicians prefer that matters should re- 
main as they are. While the city cannot 
make money out of its gas works, the poli- 
ticians find those works a gold mine for 
themselves. The city’s entunglement in the 
gas making business serves only to debauch 
municipal politics and enrich spoilsmen. 

It is a misfortune that municipalities can- 
not manage street railroads, lighting plants, 
etc., as well as private corporations can. 
Were it otherwise the residents of Amert- 
can cities could be saved many millions of 
dollars annually. But as the case stands 
now municipal ownership and management 
would mean the payment cf a higher price 
for poorer service. The residents of Amer- 
ican cities would have to pay many millions 
more annually than they pay now.

THE LOAFERS SHOULD STAY BOUNCED. 

The Council passed an ordinance last 
June to take a number of minor cily omces 
out of the classified civil service. ‘The 
validity of that ordinance is denied and 
the Supreme Court has the matter before 
it now. Undoubtedly it will hold that the 
Council has net the power to do what it has 
attempted to do. 

Among the positions covered by this or- 
dinance were those of the ward foremen of 
street cleaning. These are good pluces with 
fat pickings for men who will keep their 
eyes shut while contractors are neglecting 
their duty. Because of this ordinance the 
men who have been appointed foremen have 
not passed civil service examinations, but 
have been put in to satisfy the claims of 
Aldermen and ward committeemen. 

The result is that the Commissioner, of 
Publie Works has felt obliged to discharge 
five of these men for gross neglect of duty. 
They have drawn their pay and loafed. In- 
stead of being around at pight when the 
street sweeping machines are running to see 
that the work is done properly, they have 
been sleeping or buinming. 

These five men are surprised nad angry 
that they should be dismissed for the 
reasons assigned, which they consider in- 
adequate. One of the five is a ward com- 
mitteeman. The others were appointed be- 
cause they had influential political friends, 
They were not given places to do work. 
They did not expect to be called on to do 
any work. It paralyzes them to find them- 
selves dismissed because they have not 
done what they did not believe they were 
appointed to do. They supposed their sole 
duty would be to draw pay and look after 
the political welfare of their friends. 

refore these men are going to appeal to 
the Mayor for justice.“ They intend to 
find out whether he proposes to uphold the 
odious and un-Democratic policy of the 
Commissioner of Public Works.

THE IRRIGATION RESERVOIR SCHEME. 

The National Irrigation Congress re- 
cently closed a three days’ session at 
Lincoln. Neb. In view of the impor- 
tance of irrigation for agricultural pur- 
poses to the arid and semi-arid regions of 
the West, and the fact that the subject 
is likely to be brought to the attention of 
Congress during the approaching session, 
the proceedings have been watched with 
considerable interest. Among the proposi- 
tions which the congress regarded as 
worthy of a place in the preamble to the 
resolutions adopted were the declarations: 
(1) “ That the waters of all streams should 
remain public property, and that the rights 
to its use should inherd, not in the indi- 
vidual or the ditch, but in the land. re- 
claimed,” and (2) “that the perpetuation 
of the forests of the arid region is essen- 
tial to the maintenance of the water sup- 
ply for irrigation, as well as the supply 
of timber for industrial needs.” It was, 
therefore, resolved to ‘memorialize the 
President “ to withdraw from entry or sale 
under the act of Congress of March 3, 1891, 
all public lands which are of more value for 
their timber than for agriculture or for 
their minerals.“ 

The convention also ‘took the ground 
that the “ present policy of divided control 
between State and nation of the public 
lands and waters of the arid region retards 
development, misleads settlers, hampers 
enterprise, and is responsible for the rapid 
destruction of Western forests and pas- 
turage,” and the chairman was empowered 
to appoint a committee to proceed to 
Washington and endeavor to secure “the 
creation by Congress of a commission of 
skilled and experienced persons to investi- 
gate the conditions now existing,” and sub- 
mit needed changes in the land laws. One 
of the most important propositions adopted 
was the following: | 1

construction in Japan—a total of thirty- 
eight vessels of various types. Besides this 
the program of the present year embraces 
a fifth first-class armored cruiser of 9,600 
tons and twenty knots of speed, to be con- 
structed in Japan. 

It is thus we have some hint of the man- 
ner in which Japan is investing the 250 mil- 
lions of indemnity received by it from China 
at the close of the Chinese war. It is evi- 
dent Japan means to be prepared for any 
scheme of revenge China may have in view, 
as well as to protect itself against the ag- 
gressions of Russia and Great Britain, 
with possibly an eye on the Spanish colonies 
in the Philippine Islands. Of the progress 
this new maritime power is making in gen- 
eral Mr. Cramp says: 


Japan is not only bullding more ships than any 
other power except England, but she is building 
better ships in English shipyards than England 


herself is constructing for her own navy. While 
other nations proceed by steps, Japan proceeds 


by leaps and bounds. What other nations are do- 
ing may be described as progress, but what Japan

only to England in naval activity, being ahead 
of France, much in advance of Germany, and 
vastly in the lead of Russia and the United States.

CONSUMERS MUST PAY BILL. 


Milk will cost the Chicago dealers $1 a 
can for the next three months, an increase 
of 15 cents above the present price. This 
was decided upon at a meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Chicago Milk Shippers’ 
union at 199 Randolph street yesterday aft- 
ernoon. This price is 6 or 10 cents Higher 
than the usual rate for this season of the 
year, but the shippers seem to think that 
the drought and the scarcity of feed would 
have justified them in placing the rate at 
$1.10 or more had they seen fit to do so, 

This rate will govern their contracts with

SUIT ON LAZARUS SILVERMAN, 


Samuel Klausner Attaches the Ex- 
Banker’s Realty and Asks fora 
Receiver for Rents. 


Lazarus Silverman, the banker, who com- 
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the one bidder and he read to the Master in 
Chancery a prepared statement of 20,000 
words, offering $260,000 for the road and all 
of its belongings.

Bache and Isaac L. Rice, composes the Reor- 
ganization committee, and includes all the 
purchasers. 

The road has twenty-six miles of track be- 
tween Blue Island and Sixty-third street, 
and has a daily business of about 20,000 pas- 
sengers. 

The line was built originally to connect the 
towns of Harvey and Blue Island with the 
City of Chicago, through the Alley L and 
Chicago City railway connections. The line 
to Harvey has not been built as yet, but the 
plans are completed, and as soon as the re- 
organization plan carries successfully this 
line will be built and the system will be per- 
fected as originally intended. Then for a 5 
cent fare a ride of nearly thirty miles can 
be had to connect with city lines, which haul 
passengers into the heart of the city for an- 
other fare. 

From a mechanical standpoint the road is 
one of the most interesting in the United 
States. It is one of the few roads in the 
country successfully operating the storage 
battery system. It is also the only road 
which uses a movable elevator system. 


In the Power-House. 

The power house and offices of the com- 
pany, at Eighty-eighth street and Vincennes 
road, present an interesting scene to either 
the sightseer or the expert in mechanical 
and electrical engineering. The plant is 
fitted out with Walker motors and gener- 
ators and the Arnold system. When it came 
to a question of a motive power the original 
builders of the road selected G. Herbert 
Condict, who was then in charge of the bat- 
tery cars operated on Fourth and Madison 
avenues, New York, to take entire charge 
of the work. The storage battery system 
was selected by arrangement with the con- 
solidated storage battery interests of Phila- 
delphia, which were desirous of an opening in 
the West. The equipment is, therefore, of 
the very latest and most improved designs, 
and is said to be unequaled in the United 
States for economical and reliable operation. 
The placing of the batteries on the cars and 
the replacing of the discharged batteriés are 
among the most interesting operations to be 
seen in connection with modern electrical 
work. When a car comes in from a trip and 
the battery needs recharging it is run on to 
a loop in front of the power house and stops 
over an elevator shaft. 


Marvel in Movable Elevators. 

On tracks ten or twelve feet below this a 
movable elevator operates, carrying a bat- 
tery weighing more than two tons. One 
man operates it and automatically raises the 
elevator and removes the discharged 
battery from its resting place beneath the 
car. As this descends the charged battery 
is hoisted into place and the car proceeds on 
its way with a fresh supply of what the 
motormen call juice.“ This operation re- 
cuires about three minutes, and the supply 
of electricity thus furnished in the newly 
charged battery is sufficient to operate the 
car at a high rate of speed fora round trip 
over the thirty miles of track. 

The discharged battery is lowered by the 
elevator to the plane of tracks in the base- 
ment and carried to an empty space to be 
recharged. This requires about one hour, 
and the entire battery is then ready to be 
placed on a motor car again and sent out 
for its practical work. The engine-rooms 
are models of handsome work in the electri- 
cal engineering line, and because of the rush 
of sightseers to view them a visitors’ gailery 
has been provided by the company. 

The business of the company has taken a 
big jump since the road went into a re- 
ceiver’s hands in January last. The Sunday 
business has, according to the claims of the 
officials, averaged 15,000 passengers. The 
maximum business done on one day was 
17,000 passengers, on the occasion of the ded- 
ication of a monument at Mount Olivet Cem- 
etery. The daily business is said to average 


1,000 passengers.

In the meantime, 
however, his admirers should have little dif- 
ficulty in contenting themselves with his 
printed lectures, for they are issued in 
charming and not too expensive form. 

The first volume, which has just.appeared, 
contains four lectures—Norway, Switzer- 
land, Athens, and Venice. The illustrations 
are all half-tones, made from lantern slides, 
ranging in size from full pages to vignettes, 
and scattered tastefully through the text. 
The artistic and mechanical work on these 
illustrations is excellent, and the effect is 
almost as pleasing as when seen on the 
screen—and more merciful on ene’s eyes. 
Mr. Stoddard is justified in his hope that 
“ these souvenirs of travel may in this form 
fing a more enduring place among the pleas- 
ures of memory.“ 

Though the verbal portion of Mr. Stod- 
dard’s lectures is never brilliant it is always 
pleasant, and is sufficiently diversified to be 
entertaining. The lectures make good read- 

ing, despite one’s familiarity with them and 
despite occasional split infinitives and mis- 
placed onlys. We should have been just as 
much impressed with the author's learning 
if he had not used the Latin in his preface, 

Verba volant; scripta manent,’ and then 
translated it in parentHesis. But there is no 

doubt that the words that have been fiying 

for eighteen years will remain much longer 
alive on the printed page, nor is there any 

‘question as to their deserving a long life. 
John L. Stoddard deserves the credit due 

He has made the 
illustrated lecture what it is, and if there 
are rivals now in the field that can speak 
more brilliantly there are none whose names 
have gone so far as his and none deserving 
higher honor for advancement in this wor- 
thy method of entertainment. 

It may inte many to learn that Mr. 
Stoddard was in 1850, that he was val- 
edictorian of his lass in Williams College, 
and that he studted theology for two years 
in Yale Divinity School. ut perhaps one 
might have guessed this theological strain 
from the anecdote in the opening pages of 
his lecture on Norway, in which he illus- 
trates the quite frequent ability of the Nor- 
wegians to speak English. He and his com- 
panion had just come from Germany and 
naturally felt inclined to use their German 
vocabulary: Hé continues: 

, “You know the German word for bright 
or clear is hell.“ Accordingly, desiring to 
ask the Captain if he thought the weather 

would be — * stepped up to him, 

and, pointing sky, said, interrogative- 

ly, Hell? ‘ . 
No,“ said the Captain, in perfectly good 


English; hell doesn’t lie in that direction. 


The frequent use of anecdotes gives a life 
to Mr. Stoddard’s pages that they would 
Otherwise lack.

If Mr. Stoddard never does ary- 
thing more these ten volumes will be a 
worthy monument of his life work.

BARS OUT “LES MISERABLES.” 


Victor Hugo’s Masterpiece of Fiction 
Thrown Out of Philadelphia's 
Girls’ High School. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 12.— Les Miser- 
ables,’’ Victor Hugo’s masterpiece of fiction 
and sociology, has been barred out of the 
girls’ high school of this city on the ground 
that it is impure. An animated discussion 
preceded.the decision of the committee of 
the Board of Education. William D. Rorer, 
principal cf the school, presented to the com- 
mittee a list of text books required by it. 
Chairman Morton looked over the titles, and 
when he spied “ Les Miserables in French 
he instantly objected, declaring that he re- 
garded the work as decidedly improper to 
put in the hands of high school girls. Rich- 
ardson L. Wright, a member of the commit- 
tes, had read the work and regarded it as 
“perfectly shocking in its relation to the 
French side of life. It is wholly improper,” 
he added, “to put in the hands of pupils 
even if they are French students.“ 

Mrs. Mary E. Mumford, the only woman 
member of the committee, was the only de- 
fender of Hugo’s immortal work, but her 
solitary protest was speedily overruled, 
She said it had doubtless been recommended 
as being typical of the highest classical 
Trench literature. Chairman Morton thus 
expressed his views: 

My objection is to the tone of the book. 
It deals, as anyone who has read it knows, 
with the grisettes of France. That in itself 
is condemnatory. I think that we who have 
charge of the public schools have a sacred 
trust, and we cannot be too cautious in 


which detracts from their ideals of virtue 
and purity. Their parents hold us responsi- 
bie, and we owe a duty to them and to the 
girls. If the book is in a library, thatisa 
different thing, for the child’s parents are 
supposed to keep an eye over what she 
reads; but to require pupils to read a tainted 
book is wrong. I would cbject to any 
classic, even some of Shakspeare’s works, if 
they are immoral.”’ 


INDIANA WOMEN WANT TO VOTE. 


Next Legislative Session Will Be Be- 
sieged by Petitions and a 
Strong Lobby. 


La Grange, Ind., Oct. 12.—[Special.]—The 
women of Indiana, acting under the direction 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Un- 
ion, are preparing to inaugurate a crusade 
for free and equal suffrage. 

Petitions will at once be put in circulation 
in every township in each of the ninety-six 
counties of the State, praying the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature to grant the women 
of Indiana the right of suffrage. The move- 
ment will be attended by a vigorous cam- 
paign of speechmaking and mass-meetings, 
which will be addressed by prominent suf- 
frage advocates. 8 

Each county will name an influential male 
citizen to present their respective petitions 
to the Legislature, and with a lobby of sev- 
eral thousand Hoosier women a determined 
effort will be made to secure the passage of 
a suffrage law. |

DRED TO THE HORSE snow. 


Scheme of John A. Logan te Induce 
Chicago’s Uppertendom to Attend 
Coming Exhibition of Equine Bean- 
ty in Spite of the Distance of the 
Coliseum from Many Residence Cen- 
ters—Some Passengers Will Be Kept 
Out by High Rates. 


Society is to go to the horse show in state. 
Twelve luxuriously furnished parlor cars 
from the Pullman works will be placed at 
the disposal of Chicago’s four hundred, and 
special engines and selected train crews will 
be held in readiness between the hours of 
10 in the morning and midnight for the pur- 
pose of carrying these trains and their load 
of society folk to and from the Coliseum. 
The idea of special society trains,“ as they 
will be called, originated with John A. Lo- 
gan, general director of the horse show. The 


problem of how to get society people to and 


from the Coliseum during the hofse show 
season was one of the most perplexing ques- 
tions which the management of the enter- 
prise found themselves compelled to face. 
The drive from the West and North Sides 
was considered entirely too long and tedious 
to warrant anything like a constant at- 
tendance of society people from those sec- 
tions, while the facilities for receiving car- 
riages and for calling carriages at the Coll- 
seum were also found to be far from good. 

Finally the directors of the horse show 
appointed Mr. Logan as a committee of one 
to devise some means of overcoming these 
difficulties, and to that end Mr. Logan called 
upon General Passenger Agent Hanson of the 
Illinois Central and explained the situation. 
The surface cars and the ordinary Illinois 
Central suburban and express trains were 
entirely out of the question, and something 
conveniently exclusive must be provided, 
or society would veto the horse show. Dur- 
ing this interview Mr. Logan hit upon the. 
idea of special trains of parlor cars, and 
after à brief consultation with the managers 
of the Pullman company the plan was ac- 
cepted. It was not until yesterday, how- 
ever, that the details were completed. 


Twelve Palaces on Wheels. 


A dozen handsome parlor cars, specially 
equipped for the occasion, are being pre- 
pared at the Pullman yards, and will be 
ready for service several days before the 
opening of the horseshow. Entire cars may 
be engaged by parties, or sections may be 
engaged, in advance at the offices of the 
Illinois Central, at the headquarters ef the 
horse show, or by payment of the extim 
charge at the depot. The exact prices of 
cars or sections have not yet been fixed, 
but the schedule will be prepared by the 
first of next week. 

Regular trains, composed of three par- 
lor cars, will be run on a special schedule 
during the evening, while five or more cars 
will be held in reserve for special parties 
desiring’ to leave the city for the Coliseum 
and return at the pleasure of the customers. 
The express track will be used for these 
“society trains, and it is estimated that 
fifteen minutes will be time enough to make 
up and start a special.”” In these parlor 
cars will be found everything necessary to 
the toilet, and maids will be in attendance 
to render such services as are required by 
the society women. 

It is expected that supper parties will avail 


themselves of these special trains, and that 


society people from all sections will drive 
to the Van Buren Street Depot, where the 
trains will be made up, and, leaving their 
carriages at the livery stabies in the neigh- 
borhood, take the special trains to the 
horse show. 

„ believe the idea is a fine one,“ said 
Mr. Logan yesterday, and society people 
will have no good excuse for not patronizing 
the horse show now. We certainly have 
done all we can. The extra charge, while 
comparatively small, will be sufficient to 
guarantee the selectness of the passengers, 
and ladies in evening dress will find that 
everything has been arranged for their 
convenience and comfort.”’ 

Privileges of a Clubhouse. 

Those parties engaging special trains will 
practically enjoy the privileges of a club- 
house during the evening, inasmuch as the 
car will be sidetracked conveniently near the 
Coliseum and will be at the service of the 
party during the stay at the horse show. 
These special trains will stop at a specially 
erected platform near the side entrance of 
the Coliseum, and a covered and elaboraicly 
decorated platform is in the course of con- 
struction that will connect the platform and 
the Coliseum. In fact, the trip from Van 
Buren street may not only be made in style 
and with the most exclusive surroundings, 
but even the entering of the Coliseum is 
made a matter of privacy. 

At a meeting of the various committees of 
the horse show at the Great Northern Hotel 
yesterday afternoon several matters of 
great interest were discussed. A committee 
of three was appointed to raise $3,500 for 
defraying the expenses of decorating the 
Coliseum. The final arrangements for auc- 
tioning the boxes, 100 in number, were per- 
fected, and committees were appointed to 
settle the time and place of the sale. Ac- 
cording to the reports of the several com- 
mittees everything was progressing finely. 
The Bit and Spur club, a temporary organ- 
ization of stockholders, has secured three 
rooms in the Coliseum for club purposes, 
and Mr. Logan announced that the furnish- 
ing and the equipment of the club was rap- 
idly nearing completion, and that when the 
horse show opened the members would find 
the little club most complete.

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NEW COLONY TO BE FORMED. 


Locate Upon Some Western 
Tract. 


The Transvaal Colony association is the 
name of the latest scheme for homestead 
finding, and the-people interested are con- 
fined almost. exclusively to Hollanders. The 
idea is to secure a tract of government land 
somewhere in the West and locate upon it 
a colony of these thrifty people. Here it 
is expected that a few of the more practical 
features of the coiperative plan can be 
worked out. j } 

The managers of the scheme are Daniel K. 
Lamb and Joh: Van Hoogstrate. These men 
say there is no profit in the plan for them- 
selves beyond#@the sharing of the common 
lot in the divisfon of the land secured. They 
are only furnishing their time as others are 
furnishing money and work. The land will 
be divided info small farms among the 
members of the colony and a town site se- 
lected. The town lots will be placed upon 
the market and from the sale of these the 
colonists expect to secure enough money to 
construct an irrigation canal and make ex- 
tensive improvements which shall transform 
the wilderness into a thriving community. 

The codperative feature does not extend 
beyond the diyision and improving of the 
land. What each man raises will be his 
own and it is only the profits of the common 
property that will be taken and expended 
for the common good. 

At present it is announced that sixty-seven 
colonists have been secured. There is no 
limit placed upon the number, but the col- 
onization is announced to actually take piace 
as soon as 100 have been secured. The 
managers are investigating three sites for a 
location. One is in Wyoming, one in Idaho, 
and one in Geprgia. On account of the 
yellow fever scare, the last has been given 
up, so it is probable that one of the other 
two will be selected.

SELL OUT THEIR WHEAT. 


SPECULATORS QUITE UNANIMOUS IN . 


THRO WING OVER HOLDINGS. 


December Wheat Sells Below All the 
Puts—Surprisingly Large Increase 
im the Available Supply—Foreign 
Markets Are Easy—Provisions Lose 
Their Snap — Liquidation On in 
Coarse Grain—Change in Packing 
r Management.

An 
increase of about 3,000,000 bu was looked for, 
as against an increase a year ago of 6,370,000 
bu. The increase east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains Was 2,810,000 bu and in and afloat for 
Europe .5,400,000.bu. Exports were liberal. 
particularly from New York, the aggregate 
being 700, 000 bu. Primary receipts were 
1,319,000 bu. The Northwest had 1,267 cars, 
apaingt 1,669 a week ago and 1,433 a year ago. 
The speculative interest in the market was 
rather light and there were few important 
considerations. Cables, private and public, 
were éasy. Liverpool closed with spot Cal- 
ifornia wheat 1d lower and futures showing 
a concession of Id. Paris was off frac- 
tionally, as was the Antwerp market for red 
winter wheat. There is the same conflict in 
Argentine advices as there is in reports relat- 
ing to almost any element of importance in 
the market. The cable transmissions yes- 
terday indicated that the drought was un- 
broken and renewed talk of damage by lo- 
custs. May wheat was relatively easier 
than December, closing with a net decline of 
1%. against a decline in December of 1c. 
Local ireceipts of wheat. were 283 cars, with 
39,000: inspected out of store.

principal cause of weakness. Cudahy was 
the best buyer, but the only effect of the buy- 
ing seems to be to reduce to short interest 
and by so doing to eliminate a speculative 
élement of strength. Local receipts of hogs 
were not heavy and prices were fractionally 
higher. The seven principal markets had 
6,000 less hogs than a year ago. 


Coarse Graim Easier.

TRIBUNE TRADE REVIEW. 


CUT BY THE GLUCOSE TRUST AIMED 
AT A COMPETITOR, 


Heavy Loss Entailed on Buyers Who 
Loaded Up at $1.65—Determination 
on the Part of the Pool te Drive the 
Pope Concern into the Fold—New 
Orleans Quarantine Keeps Rice 
Strong — New Orleans Molasses 
Strong and High Grades Scarce. 


Sirups have eased off about 2c per gal since 
the cut last week of 40c per 100 in the price 
of glucose. Prior to the cut the ruling price 
on glucose was $1.65. It is now $1.25. The 
cut, it is said, has cost the Chicago trade 


anywhere from $50,000 to $100,000 on stocks 


the jobbers bought at the higher figures. 
The action of the trust is generally con- 
strued as an evidence of its determination 
to force the Pope company to quit business 
or enter the combination. Colonel Pope is 
said to have received an ultimatum from 
the trust in the form of an offer to buy his 
plants at the trust price, or have his busi- 
ness ruined by a continued cutting of prices. 
Mr. Pope is now on a visit to his factories 
at Geneva and Vienna, III., with the object, 
it is said, of considering the action and the, 
offers of the trust. 

New Orleans molasses is extremely strong 
and high grades are scarce. 

Rice continues fully as strong as previous- 
ly reported. Until quarantine is raised at 
New Orleans there can be no material 


change in the situations First hands are 


entirely cleaned up, and jobbers are still 
buying of each other. The buying in the 
Chicage market is reported as rather light, 
while the trade from outlying points is bet- 
ter. Liberal buying is reported from St. 
Louis, sales of all grades of goods being 
made to buyers at river points. In the local 
market one jobber took a car of fancy 
Carolina rice at 5%c early in the week, and 
the trade seemed to consider this as a good 
purchase. The buying in fancies, however, 
is much restricted, the demand being prin- 
cipally for low grades, and it is a noticeable 
fact that supplies of this class of goods are 
hard to obtain, jobbers sometimes buying 
among themselves, and brokers picking up 
small stocks here and there. The trading 
in Japans constitutes a good part of the 
business which is now being done. 

There is considerable uncertainty among 
the trade as to the Louisiana crop, and the 
fact that nearly all the mills in this section 
are now closed down adds somewhat to the 
uncertainty of the situation. An estimate 
recently received from New Orleans puts 
the Louisiana crop as about one and one- 
half that of last year, or, in other words, 
something like one-half an ordinary good 
yield. One New York house is circulating 
the report that the Louisiana crop is about 
double that of last year, but the trade, asa 
rule, seem to believe that this is exag- 
gerated. The Carolina crop has been a 
good one, and supplies of high-grade goods 
from this source are liberal. 


Trade Wants Low Grade Coffee. 


The coffee situation is still stra ned. 
Owing to a pronounced shortage of low 
grade coffee the trade 18 lending all its en- 
ergies to the making of a coffee which will 
sell at 10 or 10%c packed. Three months 
ago there was a difference of 2½ between 
Nos. 7 and 9. Now thespread has narrowed 
to e. Receipts of coffee at primary points 
centinue extremely light. 

Country trade is letting down a little on 
dry goods and running more to groceries. 
Business in all food produtts is on an enor- 
mous scale, shipping departments of all 
wholesale grocery houses working far into 
the night to clean up the day's orders. 

Both the English and India tea markets 
are extremely strong. At Colombo the 
tendency is decidedly upward. The de- 
mand for India and Ceylon teas is good and 
prices are firm. Foreign advices indicate 
the crop of India teas for this season will 
be below early estimates, and that the 
amount for Great Britain and the United 
States may fall short of last year’s importa- 
tions.

WEEK LIKELY TO BE CONSUMED. 


With withering sarcasm and cutting irony, 
Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen held up 
to the Luetgert jurors yesterday the de- 
fense of the sausagemaker as it was out- 
lined by Attorney Vincent in his opening 


Statement, and the actual defense, as it 


Was furnished by the witnesses in Luet- 
gert’s behalf. 

It was shown how, when Luegert’s chief 
- counsel had outlined what it was intended 
to prove, Louisa Luetgert was accused of 
being unmotherly and insane, and of twice 
deserting her children and leaving her home 
without anyone knowing her whereabouts. 
Not one syllable of evidence, Mr. McEwen 
showed, had been introduced in the trial 
to support the latter assertion. 

Whole pages of typewritten paper, Mr. 
McEwen declared, had been devoted by At- 
torney Vincent to the way in which Luetgert 
had been swindled out of $25,000 by one 
Robert Davy, and that Mrs. Luetgert had 
been influenced to leave her home by this, 
yet not a word of evidence had been offered 
by the defense and Davy’s name had not 
been mentioned by a witness. 


Speaks in Conversational Tone. 


Mr. McEwen's voice scarcely left the con- 
versational tone in which he began his 
speech. His long paragraphs appeared 
harmiess enough as they were drawn cut, 
but when it came to summing them up, they 
suddenly changed to two-edged swords that 
apparently cut wide holes in the defense. 

“We will not contend that these bones 
are human beyond every reasonable doubt,“ 
said Mr. McEwen, at the beginning of his ad- 
dress. “ Every link in a chain of circum-

beyond a reasonable doubt.“ 

Mr. McEwen told how conscientious Dr. 
Bailey, the osteologist at the Field Museum, 
had been, for fear he would do some harm 
to Luetgert. When Attorney Vincent had 
asked him if he did not try to make his 
knowledge fit the State’s hypothesis, he 


led: 

No. On the contrary, I worked all night 
trying to place those bones in the skeleton 
some animal, but I could not do it.“ 

Then Mr. McEwen turned his attention to 
Dr. Allport. He showed what little experi- 
ence the defense“ chief expert had had in 


| ‘the handling of mutilated bones; that he 


Was a physician, and that he had even re- 
sented.a question as to whether he had ever 


f * articulated a human skeleton. Dr, Allport's 


Blunders in identification were taken up 
seriatim. 


Under a Smoke of Big Words. 


“Dr. Allport retired under a smoke of big 
words whenever he was shelled out of 
camp,“ Mr. McEwen said. The defense 
cooked a human body in the middle vat and 
brought in all that was left of it in a small 
valise. You could have burned valise and

There was scorn in Mr. Mc}'wen’s voice as 
he took up the occurrences at the Luetgert 
home on the evening of the alleged murder 
and the day after. He stowed how, accord- 
ing to the defense’s own witnesses, almost 
no notice had been taken of Mrs. Luetgert's 
Gisappearance, and how it was scarcely 
mentioned in the house. 

There was a mild sensation when he re- 
ferred to the testimony of young Louis Luet- 


gert. 

“That rustling which Louis Luetgert 
claimed to have heard at 2 o’clock in the 
morning of May 2, which he thought was 
his mother, had its origin in Judge Vincent’s 
office,” he exclaimed. “‘ We know that story 
is a fabrication -a fabrication and nothing 
else, and if we tty td find where it originated 
we will see it did not come from the mind of 
the boy.“ 7 rs 


Link Burnished by Smokehouse.

“Mr. Howes said the same thing. Mr. 
Howes, so far as his experience with bones 
is concerned, is nothing but an articulator, as 
the defense would have you believe. F 
“Now, I apprehend that the average 
physician in this city knows very little 
about bones—about the identification of the 
small bones of the human body, about the 
identification of bones which have been dis- 
figured or which are not in their normal 
condition. I apprehend the average doctor 
in this town has had no experience what- 
ever and is little better fitted to judge of 
the identity of a bone than the average man 
who knows nothing of medicine and whose 
knowledge regarding human bones is too 


general. 
Respects to Dr. Allport. 


“Dr. Allport came into this court-room 
and sat here from day to day during the 
cross-examination of ‘the witnesses. He 
went on to the stand with all the arrogance 
of a man who knows how to conceal what 
he doesn't know by a large word, Latin or 
otherwise. He went on the stand with an 
air of supercilious condescension, but when 
I asked him if he had ever articulated a 
skeleton he said, ‘I am not an articulator, 
sir. He was shocked to think that I would 
suggest to him that he had ever done such a 
thing as to articulate a human skeleton. 
When he left the stand, after making six or 
eight blunders which characterized him, so 
far from being a comparative anatomist, as 
being no anatomist at all—when he left the 
stand I think he was the meekest individual 
that sat in that witness chair during the 
whole course of this trial, and over 200 wit- 
nesses sat there first to last.“ 

Mr. McEwen dwelt at length on Dr. All- 
port’s testimony touching the sesamoid 
bone, continuing: 

„We asked him to draw some pictures, 
and he drew some pictures of sheep bones 
which did not resemble a sheep’s bone. We 
had a great deal of difficulty in getting di- 
rect answers from the doctor. The coctor 
fenced and dodged and tried to cover up 
and support his opinion that the sesamoid 
was not human, and the other bones were 
not human all the way through, and finally 
after the court helped him out he answered 
that there was no such thing as a charac- 
teristic sesamoid in a sheep. I believe that 
you gentlemen, seeing the reason of the 
formation of the sesamoid bone and its 
shape, must believe that Dr. Allport either 
didn’t know or he didn’t tell the truth when 
he so replied. The doctor identified the bone 
as being from a dog, while in fact it was 
from a monkey, and he said it might have 
come from a dog monkey. 

The next bone that we discussed was the 
end of the metacarpal bone, the little broken 
end of bone said to have come from the 
hand. That is a brownish bone, and be- 
cause it was brown Dr. Allport and Dr. Eck- 
Jey were moved to criticise it as a bone of 
the mound-builders. 

Regarding the end of the rib, Dr. Allport 
says: ‘There are certain markings that 
would lead me to identify itasarib. There 
are certain other markings that would pre- 
vent me identifying it as a rib.’ He tells us 
that he can’t tell what it is, but he admits 
that no rib has those surfaces except the 
rib of a human being. 

Regarding the next bone, the. phalanx, 
the doctor said that it more resembled that 
of a hog than a human being, and the doctor 
made drawings to illustrate the difference. 
He was in a state of equilibrium again asto 
the bone. 


Repeatedly Blunders. 


“Dr. Allport repeatedly blundered. He 
went wrong on his pisiform bones. He said 
that he thought that the end of bone was 
a phalanx from a hog's foot, when it turned 
out to be the end of the pelvic bone, up in 
the thigh. He identified the bones of a dog 
as being those of a monkey. He said that 
the bone of a musk ox, which was shown 
him, was the femur of a hog. And I want 
to show you just how heretreated. Dr. All- 
port would have made a-great General to 
cover a retreat. I don’t think he would 
have been of much account in an advance, 
but in a retreat he would have been all right, 

If you will observe the femurs that are 
in evidence here you will see that there are 
two of them which are identified by Dr. All- 
port as human femurs, which are in reality 
gorilla femurs. The gentlemen for the de- 
fense have testified regarding the substance 
of the bone, but I venture to say that after 
the bone has been through what we under- 
stand the bones of Mrs. Luetgert passed 
through, why, there would not be much sub- 
stance left, and you could not make much 
estimate about a substance of bones that 
passed through the flre.“ 

The finding the hairpin and portion of a 
false tooth was taken up in detail, forming, 
Mr. McEwen said, theories which demanded 
some explanation which had not been given 
on any other supposition than that they be- 
longed to Mrs. Luetgert. 


All Visible Bones Cleared Away. 


** Luetgert took care to clear away all the 
bones which were visible,’’ continued Mr. 
McEwen. ‘* He took out all the bones which 
could be distinguished, undoubtedly, but In 
these small bones or small parts, we have 
nothing but small parts, and those small 
parts he overlooked, and we have them here 
as evidence against him before you now. 

If a man were disposed to be a believer 
in providence, and moralizing upon the sub- 
ject, he would think that there was some- 
thing in every murder, some overruling 
hand, which prevented the murderer from 
absolutely clearing up his tracks. Luetgert 
overlooked the rings. He didn’t think about 
those rings. Undoubtedly they became im- 
bedded, and he overlooked them. He didn’t 
think about the small bones, the small frag- 
ments of bones. He overlooked those, and, 
because he overlooked the little things, and 
because he overlooked the rings, he is on 
trial here today.“ 

Mr. McEwen took up thé evidence of the 
boy who swore he heard a rustling noise 


it was his mother who answered his query. 
Mr. McEwen said this testimony was never 
given in the preliminary examinations, but 
was first brought out in Attorney Vincent’s 
office. 

McEwen enumerated different at- 
tempts at concealment on the part of the 
defendant. He told how anxious Luetgert 
was to learn if the police had found out any- 
thing in their talks with Frank Bialk and 
how he hae gone to see the latter, who was 
reported to be sick. 

I.uetgert's efforts to gain information from 
Policeman Griebenow, instead of helping the 
officers in the search, was pointed out as an 
incriminating feature of the case. 


In a Desperate Frame of Mind. 


Mr. McEwen quoted from the tes 
of Mrs. Tosch, and continued: — 

There was a man in a desperate frame 
of mind—a guilty man in a desperate frame 
of mind. He does not see just which way 
to turn. He does not know what the police 
have found. He is fearful, and in a despond- 
ent state of mind, caused by that situation. 
He talks about taking a revolver and shoot- 
ing himself. That is not the first time that 
a guilty man has committed suicide. And 
here we find this man, not an insane man. 
Insane men do not talk that way. But we 
find a man with a guilty mind and guilty 
air talking about taking one recourse to 
save himself from the consequences of pros- 
ecution for crime. Later in the day we 
find him asking Mrs. Tosch to let him in. 
We find him asking John Blalk, the 
son of the old man, to let him in. We find 
him asking old Frank Bialk to let him in. 
He tries to enlist Charley Griebenow as an 
‘informer. Then he wants Mrs. Tosch to 
keep him posted. Posted on what? Did he 
think for a moment that the police would 
create a crime or the evidence of a crime 
against him, there in that sausage factory? 
Did he think that the police could.find the 
evidence of a dead body if there were no 
dead body there? Did he think that they 
could find the means of death if there Were 
no means of death? 

“Why, no. He certainly knew that there 
must be tracks, and he knew if they had 
gotten hold of Frank Blalk that Frank 
could have told them about his suspicious 
conduct oi that Saturday evening and that 
is why he was disturbed. It was not the 
disturbance that comes to insane men but 
the disturbance that comes to a guilty man.“ 

Mr. McEwen referred to the circum- 
stances as brought out on the night of May 
1, and of Nicholas Faber’s testimony where- 
oe sald he saw Luetgert going down the 

y. 


about 2 o’clock in the morning and thought . 


ries with it a corroboration of the story.” 

The testimony and attempted impeachment 
were taken up in detail. 

„Charlie Hengst says he was at the circus 
looking for his boys, and coming home he 
heard some kind ofa muffled cry. We might 
say that cry of itself might mean nothing. 
He could not locate it. He thought it was 
behind him, or further to the east. Of itself 
it is not a significaft circumstance, but 


circumstances in this case you are bound 
to give it some weight.“ 

The evidence in detail regarding Luet- 
gert’s experience in the basement of the 
factory on the night of May-1 was rehearsed 
and the reason given why the sausage man- 
ufacturer sent Frank Bialk to the drug store 
for Hunyadi water was probably that there 
might be no witness to what was about to be 
enacted in the vat. 

Vincent’s Opening Statement. 

Attorney Vincent's opening statement was 
then reviewed, and attention called to points 
on which evidence was promised, but on 
which none had been produced, laying es- 
pecial stress on the Davy matter, continu- 


ing: 

* He says that he will prove that Davy 
pictured great things for the sausage busi- 
ness, and poor, foolish Luetgert believed him. 
Where is the evidence of;a word on which 
to base such a statement as that? And it 
is in line with all the rest of this defense. It 
is not an honest statement, and it cannot 
be considered in any other light than a dis- 
honest statement to this jury and this court. 


We would have been very glad to meet them 


on the subject of financial reasons, and the 
reasons for Luetgert’s financial conditions 
and his true situation and his true relation 
to this man Davy. There has been no evi- 
dence here which we could meet. We have 
nothing here but the statement of an over- 
flowing heart, which has not been backed by 
a scintilla of truth. 

“Do you believe for a moment that this 
man ever went around telling his business 
affairs, a man who lived the secretive life 
that he did, a man who slept in the factory 
a good deal like a dog does in his kennel 
away from everybody and away from as- 
sociates, a man who did not mingle with the 
outside world and had around him only this 
class of Polish laborers? Do-you think that 
he was a man that went around talking 
among his neighbors about what he was 
going to do and about his affairs? Why, 
Leutgert is a man who beliéves himself bet- 
ter than his surroundings. He isa man who 
believes himself head and shoulders above 
anybody who lives up in that community, 
and I imagine when he walks down the 
street that everybody else has to stand off 
the sidewalk in that country. 


Making Soft Soap. 

“They say in answer to the boiling in the 
vat on that evening that they were making 
softsoap. Luetgert is a mon of considerable 
ability in his special line. Undoubtedly he 
has some chemical information. He must 
have to carry on the business of sausage- 
making. He must have some genera! infor- 
mation upon the subject of potash. He 
stated to Clark that he understood its dan- 
gerous character. He goes and buys 378 
pounds and puts it in that vat, a quantity 
sufficient to make, under the evidence in 
this case, at least 8,000 pounds of soft soap. 
Two barrels of soap would have cleaned 
the entire factory and scrubbed it twice. It 
would have cost about 32. He takes what 
Clark tells you cost $15, 378 pounds of pot- 
ash at four cents a pound. It cost Luetgert 
$15 for the potash alone, and that would 
have made, as I say, at least 3,000 pounds 
of soap. 

„The defendant's witnesses have said Mrs. 
Luetgert is alive, that she has been seert, 
and they start on the 4th of May with this 
bartender at Kenosha, who says that he 
saw her. And then on the Sth or 6th of 
May they show her again. This man 
Scholey, this bartender at Kenosha—we say 
there is not a shred of evidence to support 
his testimony. Scholey said he would come 
down to Chicago, ‘ but my evidence is worth 
$1,500; that is what I am going to get for it.’ 
They brought down these witnesses who 
claim to have seen Mrs. Luetgert in Keno- 
sha, and they tie up to the tintype story. 
They say the woman ‘looked something 
like the tintypé.’ But, gentlemen, you 
know the woman they saw did not look like 
Mrs. Luetgert. The headdress was different, 
and he could only identify her from the 
forehead down to the chin, and from that tin- 
type he was willing to swear the woman he 
saw was Mrs. Luetgert. We sent an officer 
up to see this bartender, and he told the 
officer that he would be willing to come 
down if he could make a little money out of 
it.” And then he tells us that he got $5 for 
his time and was to get a suit of clothes and 
a pair of shoes. He got the money, suit of 
clothes, and whether he had a good time or 
not we do not know-—only that he came 


down. 


Testimony in Opposition. 

„In opposition to this Kenosha testimony 
we brought six or seven farmers, all reputa- 
ble people, one of whom had known Mrs. 
Luetgert, and they all swear that this wom- 
an walking down the sand ridge road did not 
resemble Mrs. Luetgert in any particular. 
They described the woman as five or six 
inches taller than she was and weighing 
from 125 to 140 pounds, a much heavier 
woman than Mrs. Luetgert, and that the 
Kenosha woman did not regemble Mrs. Lues 
gert in any feature. bs 

On the Sth of May we have her at Ke- 
nosha, going south on the sand ridge road; 
at 5 o’clock on the morning of the 6th this 
man Milbur, who sleeps Over here in the 
basement on Clark street, says he was at 
Wheaton and saw Mrs. Luetgert. To make 
the identification at Wheaton sure they 
bring in a wild-eyed peddler, who says he 
saw Mrs. Luetgert out near McHenry. They 
there have two women.“ 

The alleged motive for the crime was taken 
up in detail as presented by the evidence. 


Says in Closing. 

Mr. McEwen cited the Painter case in 147th 
Illinois and various other cases wheiein con- 
victions were had for murder on circumstan- 
tial evidence, and in closing said: 

We think the evidence shows beyond a 
doubt that Leutgert had an ever present 
motive, and that since the first of May his 
conscience and his act prove to us his guilt. 
You remember how for years he had not 
slept in his house and how the very night 
| after the murder he went to his house to 

sleep. Why couldn’t he sleep tn the factory? 
How are you going to explain the story in 
connection with the rings? The false teeth, 
the bones in the vat, the hairpin in the yard, 
the flesh on the ground, the corset steels in 
the street, the bones in the highway, the 
burning of something strange in the fur- 
nace under the boilers on that Sunday night, 
the circumstance of his concealment, his 
hiding his crime, endeavoring to cover up 
the evidence, his guilty writings, and all 
these circumstances taken together, it 
seems to me, lead to the belfef in the human 
mind that this man is guilty as charged. 

We cannot tell you some details whether 
he dismembered her body; we will never 
know the circumstances of that awful night. 
We cannot tell the character of this man, 
who for years had slept in that sausage 
factory with his great dogs. 

Do not believe that the police have any 
motive to injure this man, but rather, when 
you go to you homes, sleep more soundly, 
knowing that law and order is in the hands 
of such brave, energetic, and efficient men 
and that you are out of danger of such a man 
as Luetgert, who is willing to live alone in 
his factory surrounded and sleeping with 
his savage dogs for years. It was there he 
developed a character fierce enough to be 
regardless of life and to have committed 
this awful deed. 

“It seems to me we must come to the 
irresistible conclusion that this man is 
guilty of murder. We have been nearly 
eight weeks trying this case without a par- 
allel in history. You have been attentive, 
and the State has no doubt of your ability 
or your disposition to conscientiously strive 
to do the right, and we all believe we will 
be satisfied by your verdict. 

“I bespeak for the couhsel for the defense
